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ILLINOIS FILLS! NE 
CWA JOB QUOTA 
AND THEN SOME 


Projects Speeded Up 
at Eleventh Hour. 


Illinois is fully prepared with proj- 
ects to employ the 231,750 workers as- 
signed the state under the civil works 
administration quota and could em- 
ploy 44,000 more if federal easy money 


were available to pay them. 

An announcement to this effect was 
made last night by Robert J. Dunham, 
administrator for the CWA in Illinois. 

Earlier in the day Mr. Dunham had 
vigorously warned labor jeaders that 
strikes called on CWA projects would 
not be allowed to hamper the opera- 
tions as a whole. Instead, he declared, 
the projects on which there are strikes 
will be abandoned and the money re- 
appropriated in other sections. The 
sole purpose of the government is to 
create jobs, he said, and, as no project 
is indispensable, abandonment will 
hurt only the workers. 

Illinois Heeds Warning. 

Demands had been made by the fed- 
era] government that approved IIlinois 
projects be ready before today for the 
full quota of workers. In the event 
the projects were not submitted yester- 
day. to the government, the state ad- 
ministration had been warned, some of 
the jobs might be taken from Illinois 
and assicned to other states that were 
prepared. 

Consequently, there was feverish 
activity in the Chicago headquarters 
during the day, to make sure that 
none of the funds would slip away 
for failure to lay out work plans. An 
air of triumph prevailed when Mr. 
Dunham called Howard O. Hunter, dis- 


trict representative of the CWA, to) 


assure him the quota was complete. 

All the 231,750, and the 44,000 addi- 
tional, can go to work’ on or before 
Dec. 15, as the federal government 
requires, according to Mr. Dunham. 

State Officials Get: Busy. 

State officials came forward witb 
gome of the large projects. Robert 
Kingery, acting director of the state 
department of public works, agreed te 
put 11,000 Cook county men and 10, 
000 downstaters on highway work. 
Adijt. Gen. Carlos E. Black sent by air- 
plane from Springfield sets of plans 
for improvements on Illinois National 
Guard properties, and these were 
turned over to Mr. Dunham for inspec- 
tion by engineers. 

The government had let it be known 
that the state’s ability to put its full 
quota at work by the end of this 
week would be judged largely by 
whether the plans had been submitted 
before last night’s deadline. 

Of the 231,750 quota jobs, Cook 
county has been allotted 123,013 and 
down state, 108,737. Of the 44,000 
“surplus” jobs, 27,000 are in Cook 
county. 

Up to Counties Now. 

Mr. Dunham said.that no adjust- 
ments of quotas between counties 
would be attempted until Dec. 15, At 
that time counties which have not 
made arrangements for their quotas 
to be employed will lose their oppor- 
tunity and reassignments will be 
made to those counties which have 
jobs to spare. 

During the day ninety-four small 
projects were approved by the CWA 
office, making 1,496 jobs in Cook coun- 
tv and euttine the number remaining 
unfilled to'.12,565. Downstate places 
remaining .unassigned were 13,884. 

Mr. Kingery and Adjt. Gen. Black, 
with other state and local officials, 
poured in applications for all these 
jobs and the additional 44,000. A num- 
ber of counties in the state have sub- 
mitted plans to employ more workers 
than those assigned them originally: 

Pay Disputes in Four Counties. 

The danger of breaking down the 
whole made work program through 
strike action was pointed out by Mr, 
Dunham. 

Disputes over wage scales have oc- 
curred in Du Page, Madison, Franklin, 
and Christian counties. .The minimum 
CWA scale of 50 cents an hour for 
unskilled labor has been protested by 
the unions,. which in some instances 
are insisting that’ exisfirig contract 
rates be enforced.

Planned Economic Change. 

It now appears that the permanent 
establishment .of. the .collectivist sys- 
tem was the objective from the start. 
and that the one and two year time 
limitations were incorporated in ‘the 
recovery laws to give that appearance 
of emergency legislation calculated to 
satisfy the Supreme court as to its 
constitutionality. 

The problem now confronting the 
administration is to make the 
revolution stick. As. frequently hap- 
pens after a _ revolution—whether 
bloodless or bloody—the revolutionists 
find themselves up against a counter 
revolution. If' the new deal survives 
the test of the Supreme court, tne 
counter-revolutionists will appeal the 
case to a still higher tribunal, the 
American electorate, in the, congres- 
fc aleation of 1994, which will,

Objects of Revolution. 

According to its authors the revolu- 
tion known as the New Deal has estab- 
lished these outstanding changes in 
the. economic,. political, and social 
structure.

2. The national income is being 
redistributed so as to give em- 
ployés a greater and employers a 
smaller share of the returns of in- 
dustry. 

3. By cheapening the dollar 
debtors are being enabled to pay 
their Gebts at the expense of their 
creditors. 

4. The old orthodox notion’ of 
the sanctity of property is being 
gubjected..to modification in im- 
portant respects. 

5. Through socialization of in- 
dustry every person willing to 
work is guaranteed a living. 

Other changes are in view, such as 
those pertaining to the monetary medi- 
um of exchange.

Mr. Peek was not a conservative; in 
any strict sense of the term, but, his 
liraited’ liberalism aid sefve to ward 
off'some of the more radical proposais 
of the agricultural proféessoriat. ‘Mr. 
Peek is taking the’ week-end to debate 
whether he will accept a new and 
specially created post ‘in’ charge of 
directing .export. promotion and the 
negotiation of trade agreements with 
foreign countries.. He is definitely out 
at the department of agriculture, how- 
ever, and in shaping trade agree 
ments, he would no longér ‘exert any 
influence in shaping the farm policies 
of the administration. 

Shows Swing to Left, 

A review of the present cabinet 
setup, as it exists ‘oday, nine months 
after the start of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, shows the extent. to 
which the President has maneuvered 
his gradual swing toward the left. 

The conservative influence, origt- 
nally pre@minent in the Roosevelt 
councils,..with Woodin, Atcheson, 
Douglas, Baruch and others. seeming 
to exert a telling weight with the 
President, has almost disappeared. 

There is reason fora belief that Mr. 
Roosevelt has consciously weeded out 
the conservatism in the administra- 
tion, and that its original presence 
there was more to get him off to a 
united start, with the fullest. degree 
of support. 

Now. the President feels, according 
to some who have talked with him. 

that he enjoys. the. corifidence 
the country, particularly the elec- 
torate, to such an extent that he can

New Treasury Control.

Cause of Fire a Mystery. 
Neither McCormick nor his wife, 
who until their marriage in London 
last July was Comtesse de Fleurieu, 
are suffering from graver injuries than 
mevere shock. They made a hurried 


escape in night clothes before the two/ 


story house became a blazing bonfire. 

The fire was of mysterious origin, 
but is believed to have originated in 
en empty second floor bedchamber 
called the “ pink room,” apparently as 
2 result of crossed wires. It broke 
eut about 2 o’clock in the morning. 

The blaze was discovered by Mrs. 
McCormick, who was awakened by 
smoke and the crackling of the flames. 
Mr. and Mrs. McCormick rushed from 
their bedroom and aroused the guests, 
who had assembled the night before 
for a house party. Mrs. McCormick 
called to De la Tremoille, urging him 
to flee down the main stairway. He 
replied, but was never seen alive 
again. 

Flames Trap Rodneys. 

After the household had been awak- 
ened the chauffeur, Frank Jackson, 
living in a cottage nearby, telephoned 
fire departments er and New- 
bury. 

Meanwhile the méadeeve attempted 
to reach safety by a staircase, but 
were driven back by the flames. With 
only seconds to spare, Rodney 
gmashed the window and his wife, 
clad in her night dress, leaped. She 
fell on the frozen ground 20 feet 
below. Despite her injuries’ she 
crawled away so that her husband 
could jump. This jump resulted in 
injuries which caused his death. 

Although critically injured, Rodney 
went to the aid of his wife, while 
dackson, discovering that the duke 
was missing, raced for a ladder. The 
chauffeur broke De la Tremoille’s win- 
dow, but the room was empty. Jack- 
gon was unable to enter the house be- 
cause of smoke and flames and it 
Was several hours before De la Tre- 
moille’s body was recovered from the 
débris. 

Firemen Find Remains, 

The nobleman had apparently taken 
the wrong direction at the landing, be- 
ing unfamiliar with the house, and 
was trapped near an adjoining bath- 
room.

WORST PRINTED.BOOK 


LONDON, Dec. 9—(?)—The dec- 
laration that the Bible is the world’s 
worst printed book was made in a lec- 
ture today by the Rev. Percy Dear- 
mer, canon of Westminster abbey. 


“The forbidden form in which the 
Bible is given us is like binding up 
Tennyson, Bunyan, Macaulay, and 
Shakespeare in one volume, with the 
titles of all poems and essays cut out 
and the names of speakers and the 
divisions of speeches removed, as well 
as quotation marks,” he asserted. 

“The whole thing is then divided 

into chapters, which sometimes cut 
right across the meaning and are sub- 
divided into sentences of convenient 
length for parting. Any publisher at- 
tempting to bring out a new book. in 
such form and typography would be 
ruined in twelve months.” 
Dr. Dearmer gpoke in the abbey on 
the subject, “The Bible as Poetry.” 
He said it was no wonder that the 
glorious poetry of the Bible was un- 
known to the majority of people.”

Says He ‘Threatens’ 


Florida Governor. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—P)— 
Secretary Ickes, public works admin- 
istrator, today issued an order warn- 
ing all public works employés against 
James Bernard, manufacturers’ agent, 
and said Bernard was “ persona non 
grata” at the Interior building. 

The order, @ memorandum dated 
Dec, 6, said: 

“This is to advise all members of 
the public works staff that Mr. James 
Bernard is persona non grata in the 
Interior building. I want it reported 
to me instantly if he attempts to ap- 
proach any member of the public 
works staff, either in the Interior 
building or outside.” 

Interested in Road Work. 

The Washington Star said Bernard 
was barred from the interior depart- 
ment, where the public works admin- 
istration is lo@ated, because he was 
reported to have “threatened” Gov. 
Dave Sholtz with a federal ban on 
Florida public works projects unless 
the Florida governor used his innuwu- 
ence to have a specific road project 
recommended to Secretary Ickes. 

The secretary, the Star said, con- 
firmed the fact that the memorandum 


pilaint by Gov. Sholtz. 

The Star said Secretary Ickes as- 
serted Bernard had tried to influence 
Sholtz to have a contract in which 
the manufacturers’ agent was interest- 
ed recommended to the public works 
administration. 

The gecretary also asserted he was 
told by Gov. Sholtz, the star said, that 
Bernard had phoned him he could 
block federal grants to Florida if he 
desired.

RUFUS C. DAWES 
SIGNS NRA CODE 
FOR WORLD FAIR 


Rufus C. Dawes, president of A 
Century of Progress Exposition, yes 
terday signed an NRA code on behalf 
of the World’s Fair. The code is a 
tentative one, described as “ fair com- 
petition for the exhibition profession.” 
It has not yet been signed by Prest- 
dent Roosevelt, 

“We have been obeying the pro- 
visions of the NRA since last August,” 
Mr. Dawes said, “ but we believe that 
our signing of the code, although such 
signing is not essential to force us to 
follow the spirit, is necessary to show 
our position behind the ideas ad: 
vanced by the President.” 

The code provides for a minimum 
of $165 for a forty hour week. The 
signing by the Fair will in no way 
affect exhibitors and concessionaires, 
Those exhibitors representing indus- 
tries will be subject to the codes of 
those industries. Other exhibitors and 
concessionaires will sign the exhibl- 
tors’ code for themselves if they wish 
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, Alleged Embezzler Insane, 
His Attorney Says. 


David Y. Patlak, the attorney being 
sought as the swindler of scores of 
home owners by pretensions of friend- 
ship with President Roosevelt, is hid- 
‘Ing in a Chicago hospital, but will sur- 
render tomorrow on the embezzlement 
warrants issued against him. 

His attorney, Samuel A. Hoffman, 


who had promised surrender him 
yesterday, told Prof. James J. Cherry, 


‘chief of the blue sky division of the 


state’s attorney's office, that it would 
be “inhuman” to give him up imme- 
diately, but pledged that Patlak would 
submit to arrest tomorrow after a 
brief rest. Hoffman maintains that 
his client is insane and has indicated 
that would be his defense. 

While authorities were seeking Pat- 
lak newspaper men, led by Attorney 
Hoffman, found him in a local sani- 
tarium. Patlak, apparently under a 
strain, disconnectedly discussed his 
plight, and frequently declared that 
his lawyer “ will get me out of this.”’ 


Orders Search of Hospitals. 


A brother of Patlak’s removed him 
at 4 a. m. yesterday from a Milwau- 
kee sanitarium, where he had taken 
refuge, Hoffman revealed, and took 
him into a Chicago hospital at 8 a. m. 
Regardless of Hoffman's new promise 
to surrender him, Prof. Cherry or- 
dered a search for the fugitive in hos- 
pitals here. 

“ There is not much excuse for what 
he has been doing,” Hoffman said, 
“except that he has been insane since 
the market crash of 1931. His clients 
suspect he has concealed their money 
in safety deposit boxes, but he is pen- 
niless and owes money to brokers.” 

Patiak suffered not only from finan- 
cial worries, but also from a woman's 
importunities, Hoffman said. Although 
married and the father of two small 
sons, the lawyer said, there was evi- 
dence that another woman had been 
asking him for money.

NRA IS DOOMED 
TO FAIL, SAYS 
PROF. KRUEGER 


“ The NRA is doomed to fail because 
it is impossible to reconcile capital 
and labor,” Prof. Maynard Krueger 
of the economics department of the 
University of Chicago said yesterday 
in an address before the Saturday 
Noon Quorum at the Georgian Hotel 
in Evanston. The Quorum is an or- 
ganization of students and faculty 
members of Northwestern university. 

Prof. Krueger predicted that Presi. 
dent Roosevelt would find “he is rid- 
ing horses in opposite directions,” for 
labor wants shorter hours and more 
pay, he said, while capital wants long: 
er hours and less pay. He termed 
the home loan act, the blanket code 
and the bank moratorium “ publicity 
stunts” on the part of the govern- 
ment to stimulate public interest. 

Another speaker, Prof. H. G. Guth- 
mann of the school of commerce at 
Northwestern university, criticized the 
NRA for its centralization of business 
under one head. He said that a mini- 
mum wage would establish minimum 
production costs which will defeat the 
purpose of the NRA by destroying 
many markets.

1,000 MILE HOP UP. 
AMAZON TODAY 


PARA, Brazil, Dec. 9.—[U.P.]—Col. 
and Mrs, Lindbergh, on the homeward 
stretch of a five months’ air tour of 
about 25,000 miles, looked forward to- 
night to spending Christmas with 
their infant son, Jon. They plan to 
leave tomorrow, continuing their flight 
to the United States by way of Ma- 
naos, Trinidad and Porto Rico. 

The flight will take the Lindberghs 
over the new Amazon river route re- 
cently opened by the Pan-American 
Airways between Para and Manaos, 
a distance of about 1,000 miles up the 
river.

Harriman Is Critic Now. 


Henry I. Harriman, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, who said he suggested 
government control of industry to 
Mr. Roosevelt right after his nomina- 
tion at Chicago and who helped draft 
the NIRA, summed up the viewpoint 
of business men thus! 

“ Six months ago they were 100 per 
cent for it;. about three months ago 
there was much less unanimity and I 
know of no representative group of 
business men today in which some do 
mot question the whole program,” 

The National Association of Manu- 
facturers has manifested.intense op- 
position to the revolutionary. program, 


No “Ragged Collectivism.” 

“Recovery for the American,” said 
James A. Emery, secretary of the or- 
ganization, “cannot mean communism, 
socialism, bureaucracy, or dictatorship. 
(We -will never surrender rugged in- 
dividualism for ragged collectivism of 
an uncertain future. We will neither 
impair the tested fundamentals of our 
political system or engage in destruc: 
tive collision with invincible princi- 
ples of economic law.” 

Senator David A. Reed [Rep., Pa.] 
has asserted that the NRA is stifling 
business. Senator L. J. Dickinson 
fRep., Ia.] has stated that he will 
move for the repeal of NIRA when 
congress convenes.

Milder Methods in U. 5.

Where's Revolution’s Source. 


When came this political, social and 
economic revolution. Many people are 
asking as they rub their eyes at the 
innovations wrought under the egis 
of the new deal. 

Up to the time he took office Mr. 
Roosevelt had not presented himself 
to the public as a revolutionary leader. 
Only once during the election canvass, 
his biographer, Ernest K. Lindley, 
points out, had he uttered the word 
révolution at all. He said his election 
would be more than a victory; it would 
be a “ revolution—the right kind, the 
only kind of revolution this country 
can stand for—e revolution at the 
“ballot box.’ 

. If he had any definite conception of 
“he bloodless social and economic revo- 
“Zution he was to lead, he touched upon 
Jt only vaguely in his campaign 
wepeeches as at the Commonwealth 
‘Club, San Francisco, where he advo- 
“cated a new “ economic constitutional 
“order *” comprising a partnership be- 
stween the government and business 
“enterprise, a foreshadowing of the 
“NRA. 

~ Ina revision of previous utterances 
dasued about the time of his inaugura- 
“tion the President expressed the belief 
“that “we are at the threshold of a 
‘fundamental change in our economic 
“hought.”’ 


d Putting Consumer First. 


*. “TI believe,” he said, “that in the 
Poture we are going to think less about 
@he producer and more about the con- 
‘sumer. Do what we may to inject 
health into our ailing economic order, 
Swe cannot make it endure for’ long 
@iniess we can bring about a wiser, 
@ore equitable distribution of the na- 
“onal income. 
“ “It is well within the inventive ca- 
Pecity of man, who has built up this; 
@reat social and economic. machine 
“eapable of satisfying the wants of all, 
insure that all who are willing and 
wable to work receive from it at least 
he necessities of life. In such a sys- 
‘em the reward for a day’s work will 
have to be greater, on the average, 
Man it has been, and the reward to 
“@apital, especially capital which is 
ulative, will have to be less.”

was devoid of any proposal of an eco- 
nomic revolution. 
That the new deal does not envisage 
that sancity of property which con- 
stituted the cornerstone of the capital- 
istic system nor the reward of enter- 
prise and superior intelligence was 
disclosed recently by Prof. Rexford G. 
Tugwell, a leading member: of the 
Roosevelt brain trust and assistant 
secretary of agriculture, Who was one 
of the architects of the NIRA. 
In his Chicago speech Oct. 28. last 
Dr. Tugwell said the restoration of the 
“old gold standard” would mean a 
“Shylock's collection from debtors, 
which can be stored away and made 
safe from the vissitudes which beset 
less cautious or less lucky people.” 

‘““It seems to me 4 mistake,” he con- 
tinued, “‘to provide islands of ‘safety 
in a changing world to which some of 
us may retreat clutching certain ster- 
ile goods, and especially that this re 
treat should be particularly designed 
for the protection of the gains which 
are got from the sabotage of recov- 
ery.” 

Jeers at Economy Moves. 

The demands for reduced govern- 
ment spending, lower taxes, and for 
sound money Dr. Tugwell said “are 
the familiar ingredients of orthodox 
governmental pronouncements before 
last March. The election was a man- 
date of repudiation. If it repudiated 
anything, it was the administration 
that lived by these attitudes. It seems 
to me that this was a thoroughly sen- 
sible mass revolution.” 
On another occasion Dr. Tugwell 
explained that “we are turning our 
back on the policeman doctrine of 
government, and recapturing the vi- 
sion of a government equipped to fight 
and overcome the forees of economic 
disintegrity. A strong government 
with an executive amply empowered 
by legislative delegation is the one way 
out of oulr dflemma.” 


Richberg Salutes Revolution. 


Donald. Richberg, veteran radical, 
leading framer of the NIRA, and now 
drawing $12,000, the highest salary, as 
general counsel for the NRA, saluted 
the révolution on July $1, 
words: 


“Sometimes when I. see well fed; 
jovial men, and well dressed, cheerful 
women chatting in their comfortable 
homes, I wonder how many of the 
fortunate people in this country under 
stand that the long discussed revolu- 
tion ig actually under way in the United 
States. There is no need to prophesy. 
It is here. It is in process. 


“In many other counfries there have 
been revolutions since the world war, 
each one with surprisingly little blood- 
shed, but with a tremendous exercise 
of force and oppressive power. In this 
land of ours we are attempting the 
greatest experiment of history. Revolu- 
tion by the sword and revolution by 
the pen and the voice are different. 


Hails Peaceful Transition. 


“The violent overthrow of pralia- 
ments and rulers is nothing new, but 
the peaceful transition of all depart- 
ments of government from one funda- 
mental concept of a political economic 
system to another is different. It isa 
fact thdt today the American people 
are undertaking a revolutionary ex- 
periment in self-government.” 

On July 6 Richberg in an address 
at a luncheon of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation of New York, said: 

“If this adventure should fall, it 
will not be a failure of government: 
it will be o failure of an industrial 
system which the industrial recovery 
act seeks to improve. It will mean 
either that the system is fundamental. 
ly unsound, or that the present man- 
agers of private industry are incapable 
of operating it successfully. 


“Gold Plated” Anarchy. 


“There is no choice presented to 
American business between intelli- 
gently planned and controlled indus- 
trial operations and a return to the 
gold plated anarchy that masquerad 
ed as ‘rugged individualism.’ There 
is only the choice presented between 
private and public election of the di- 
rectors of industry. 

“ But unless industry is sufficiently 
socialized by its private owners and 
managers so that great essentia] in- 
dustries are operated under public 
obligations, appropriate to the public 
interest in them, the advance of 
political control over private industry 
is inevitable,” 
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 greheboual lobbyist for the American 
Federation of Labor’ and now bearing 
the title of assistant secretary of la- 
bor while functioning as assistant ad- 
ministrator for labor in the NRA, said 
ih a speech in Philadelphia Dec, 2: 

“Under the régime of big business 
this mation has repeatedly been 
thrown into disastrous panics... . 
In the debacle of 1929 the myth of 
the almost supernatural power of 
these leaders was exploded. 

“The whole pack is on the run 
again, barking and snarling at the 
President of the United States and 
the NRA, trying to resurrect the 
putrid corpse of a system that is 
dead and cannot be brought to life 
because it is the system that en- 
slaved the masses. 

‘Some people are crying out that 
this ‘New Deal’ is socialism. Well, 
what of it.?” 

New Industrial Empire. 


In an address before the Catholic 
Conference on Industrial Problems, 
held in Chicago Oct. 25, McGrady said: 

“As our forefathers built a new 
nation, so all of us today are slowly 
but surely creating a new industrial 
empire with a new philosophy.” 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
has expounded on several occasions 
the revolutionary character of the 
new deal, particularly the theory of 
the subordination of profit in busi- 
ness. At Muncie, Ind., on Nov. 14 
he said: 

“'The supreme function of business 
men, as I see it, jt not to make @ 
profit, although a tertain amount of 
that is necessary, a3 long as we are 
under a capitalis system—but to 
run the business machine so as to 
maintain fair balance between pro- 
ductive and consumptive forces, and 
especially between farmers and labor- 
ing men... 

Predicts Profit Reduction. 


“Incidentally, it is exceedingly im- 
portant that business men never can 
take as large a percentage of the na- 
tional income for profits as they did 
in 1929. When the total] capital of the 
country receives more than a rather 
modest return, it tnterferes with the 
circuit flow of prosperity. ... We 
need a new type of business man who 
is willing to work out the national 
or international balances, whichever 
they may prove to be, and who is will- 
ing to devote all his talents to bring: 
ing about a fair workable relationship 
between the income of labor, the in- 
come of agriculture, and at the same 
time receive only a smal) return on 
capital and a modest salary. If the 
‘New Deal’ means anything it means 
the subordination of capital] rights and 
property rights to human rights. 

“This is a glorious theory. The 
problem is to give it tangible form. 
We have done extraordinary things 
in Washington during the last eight 
ménths, but I think our accomplish- 
ments so far are but the faintest fore 
shadowing of what is necessary.” 


Wallace Tells Churchmen, 


Speaking before the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches last Thursday, Secre- 
tary Wallace deplored “ the intelligent 
burrowing of those whose thoughts 
are guided chiefly by concern for im- 
mediate profit” and added: 

“It ds proper that we should re 
spect the business man in his true 
sphere. He should be encouraged to 
develop a social machinery which will 
make it possible to bring about an 
equilibrium from year to year be 
tween productive power and consump 
tive power. He should be encouraged 
to work out social machinery to bring 
about as nearly as possible a just dis- 
tribution of our physical output to 
the different individuals of the na- 
tion. 

“For rendering his technical serv- 
ices the business man should, like all 
the other elements of the population, 
be assured of a fair salary and a modéd- 
pf 
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Gen. Johnson, field marshal of the 


Roosevelt revolution has interpreted 
Deal in numerous speeches 


| from which the following excerpts are 


drawn: 
“We have had many periods of 
prosperity. ‘The trouble was that it 


] wasn't evenly enough spread over the 


country. ‘Too much of profit went back 
to build new factories and too little 
went to let people wuy the products 
of the factories we already had. That 
was bad both ways. It produced too 
much and it consumed too little. Also 
too great a share of prosperity went 
to too few people. 

“as long as human beings are what 
they are one man will earn more than 
another, but there must be a limit 
to this if we are to keep our country 
going. Just because a man has a mil- 
lion. dollars he doesn’t actually con- 
sume very much more than a man 
who has a thousand dollars. The very 
rich do not buy forty dollars worth 
of. ham and eggs for breakfast. If 
we want to keep our country going 
we have got to find a way to let 
everybody buy half a dollar's worth 
of ham and eggs.”’ 

When System Fails. 


“A human economic and political 
system has failed when people can 
no longer live under it by their own 
efforts. We must substitute for the 
old safety valve of free land and new 
horizons a new safety valve of eco- 
nomic readjustment. 

“This is a profound change in eco- 
nomic policy of a great nation. It is 
something new under the sun. It is 
the President's own concept. No ex- 
ponent of economic theory suggested 
this plan to him. 

“The old order is gone forever and 
by no man’s designing. 

“In this new scheme of things labor 
organization has a new place that it 
never occupied before—new duties, 
new benefits, new responsibilities.” 


2D WOMAN HELD 
IN PLOT TO FREE 
JOLIET CONVICTS 


Mrs. Velma Moore, 33 years old, of 
Normal, Ill., was arrested yesterday 
as an alleged participant In a plot to 
ald six convicts escape from the Jo- 


liet penitentiary. She is a sister of 
Walter Brown, one of the six, who 
were all put in solitary confinement 
when their plans were discovered. 

In a statement to State’s Attorney 
McCabe of Will county, Mrs. Moore 
asserted that the whole plot was en- 
gineered by James Latino and his 
wife, of Rockford, who are also under 
arrest. Mrs. Latino is a sister of 
Donald Loftus, another of the Ccon- 
victs. 

According to Mrs. Moore, the La- 
tinos suggested that she help them 
smuggle pistols Into the prison. She 
did not aid directly, she said, but sent 
a friend of hers named Andrews to 
répresent her. Andrews made one at- 
tempt to smuggle guns in, she assert- 
ed, and the Latinos then conceived 
and carried out the idea of tossing 
weapons‘in a box over the wall. The 
couple are alleged to have informed 
Mrs. Moore on Nov. 27, when the 
tossing was done, Guards found the 
weapons, however, and the plot was 
foiled. 

The Latinos were arraigned before 
@ justice of the peace in Joliet yes 
terday and were held to the grand 
jury in bonds of $10,000 each, which 
they were » onaite to furnish. 
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Perkins, Ickes Called Radical. : 
In addition to the treasury and agri- 
cultural departments there may be 
included among those under radical

Ickes, Miss Perkins has been regarded 
as a left winger from the start, ‘and:

The political attitudes of the remain- 
ing members of the cabinet; viewed 
in the light of their performances and 
utterances during the last nine 
months, sheds new light on the degree 
to which the administration has forged 
left-ward. 

Attorney General Cummings has 
been reared in the conservatism of 
New England, but while it is stated 
among his intimates that his brows 
knit painfully over some of the opin- 
ions he has written upholding the con- 
stitutionality of the new deal, he has 
shown himself not inclined to cross 
the President's will. 

The attorney general is a most con- 
genial man, and he loves the partying 
of official Washington. He would have 
been happy in the pdst originally 
chartéd out for him, the governorship 
of the Philippine islands, but the un- 
timely death of Senator Thomas J. 
Walsh, who was to have been attorney 
generai, resulted in Cummings’ being 
drafted hastily into that job. 


Roper Called Reassurer. 


Secretary of Commerce Roper might 
have been a conservative voice in the 
cabinet, but as a shrewd politician he 
is said to have seen the writing on the 
wall, to have sensed Mr. Roosevelt's 
leanings quickly, and he has served 
particularily in trying to soothe busi- 
ness leaders who have feared the ap- 
proach of radicalism. 

The holder of the navy portfolio, 
former Senator Claude Swanson of 
Virginia, is enoying himself mightily. 
He sails around on battleships, is sa- 
luted with great gusto by the admirals 
who, with Mr. Roosevelt's cousin, 
Harry, now run the navy department. 
The secretary loves his Virginia sto- 
gies, his toddies, and his comfortable 
social position. 

Secretary of War Dern is one of 
the surprises of the cabinet: Mr. 
Roosevelt is known to have cherished 
the belief that the former governor 
of Utah would be a strong member; 
but his influence, as noted generally, 
is now regarded as about nil. 


Farley Handles Patronage. 


The tenth and last member of the 
cabinet, James A. Farley, takes no 
part in discussions of policy, and con- 
fines himself to running the patronage 
end of the administration and the post 
office department. It is known that 
the radicals have often made the post- 
master’s life miserable by refusing to 
accept reliable and staunch Democrats 
for jobs, and insisting upon the se 
lections of the brains trust. 

In the department of agriculture 
there has grown up a clique.of young 
lawyers, for the most part selected by 
Felix Frankfurter, radical professor of 
law at Harvard university and one of 
the insiders of the Roosevelt brains 
trust. 

This group, in which Prof. Rexford 
Guy Tugwell and Jerome Frank, gen- 
eral counsel for the AAA, take a 
prominent part, have busied them- 
selves, it has been learned, in devising 
new schemes for the administration 
to pursue. 

Sometimes these schemes have been 
so radical as to be picked to pieces by

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MURPHY VETOES

He did not men- 
tion charges that the bill had been 
tampered with after the November 
adjournment. 

Murphy's extensive use of the veto 
has been sharply criticized recently by 
Filipino politicians who expressed be- 
lief he should act only when the in- 
terests of the United States were in- 
volved.

FARM LEADERS 
GATHERING HERE 


Sessions Open Tomorrow; | | 


Sec. Wallace Coming. 


BY PAUL POTTER. 

Farm organization representatives 

from thirty-three states will attend the 
fifteenth annual American Farm 
Bureau federation convention which 
opens tomorfow at the Hotel Sherman. 
The delegates are looking forward to a 
lively discussion of the,issues which 
have torn the federal farm administra- 
tion at Washington during the last 
few days. 
_ All of the issues involved in the con- 
troversy over the New Deal for agri- 
culture are on the program for dis- 
cussion. The farm bureau delegates 
will hear Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace, Farm Administrator George 
N. Peek, Chester Davis who is re 
ported to be slated to replace Peek at 
the head of the agriculture adjust- 
ment administration, W. I. Myers, 
new. governor of the farm credit ad- 
ministration, and several others promi- 
nent in the administration's farm 
program in Washington. 


Champions of New Deal. 


The federation has been actively 
championing the government's farm 
relief monetary, processing tax, land 
utilization and farm credit policies. 
There were intimations yesterday, 
however, that such measures as the 
Tugwell bill to restrict foods and 
drugs merchandising would be frowned 
upon, and that the federation would 
favor merely a revamping of the 
present foods and drugs act. 

Some dissention was noted yester- 
day in the ranks of farm bureau com- 
mittees which held preliminary meet- 
ings here to discuss the trends in im- 
posing processing taxes. The matter 
of licensing food processors and mid- 
diemen to enforce trade codes and 
azreements is also to be thrashed out 
by delegates. 

Charles Hearst, president of the 
Iowa farm bureau, ts chairman of the 
resolutions committee, composed of 
state farm bureau officers from Ver- 
mont, New Hampshire, New York, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Minnesota, Ten- 
nessee, Virginia, California, and Wyo- 
ming. This committee, meeting be- 
hind closed doors at the Sherman yes- 
terday, was addressed by Chester H. 
Gray, legislative director of the fed- 
eration. 

Other Policies Criticized. 


Still another governmental activity 
to be criticized by the federation, it 
was indicated yesterday, is the restric- 
tion placed on farm production in 


profitable areas while the government | 
continues to finance new irrigation 
projects out of the public works funds. | 

The farm bureau movement itself | 
is so closely linked with federal, state 
and county crop subsidies that the 
federation has been characterized in 
recent weeks as being an important 
link in a “chain to regiment Amer- 
ican farmers.’’ 

There are some 1,865 county farm 
bureaus now operating in 43 states co- 
operating with the federal department 
of agriculture’s extension system. 
This system is administered largely 
through the land grant colleges, which 
in turn expend state funds for farm

NEW RAILCARBUS 
UNIT BUILT FOR 


of Its Kind. 


Kalamazoo, Mich., Dec. 9. — [Spe- 
cia].J—The first motorized railway unit 
in the United States to carry passeén- 
gers, mail, express, and freight, has 
just been finished at the plant of the 
Kalamazoo Railway Supply company 
here. The unit, consisting of a power 
car, called the railcarbus, in which 
pasgenigérs, mail, and express will be 
carried, and a trailer for freight, has 


passed all tests and was shipped today 
to Hillsboro, Wis., where it will De 


‘placed imyservice. 


On the Hillsboro @nd Worth Eastern 
railway it will entirely supplant steam 
power, making the liné the first in the 
United States to wholly abandon steam 
power and still ‘maintain its usual 
schedule. 

Design Similar to Bus. 


The railcarbus is similar in design 
to on@ of the larger buses now in such 
commen use in many cities. A stand 
ard automobile engine is housed be 
neath a hood, with fenders extending 
down dver the wheels and joined in 
front in a manner reminiscent of an 
old time “cow catcher.” 

The wheels of the railcarbus aré 
shod with pneumatic tires, designed 
especially for rail use. A.new type 
safety core is designed to keep the tire 
from going fiat should it become de 
flated. 

Wheels of the trailer are of a new 
type called rubber cushioned—a cast 
steel wheel with a forged steel tire, 
between which is a cushion of rubber 
which takes up practically all of the 
shock and insulates the noise of rail 
contact. Brakes are of the Westing- 
house air type. 

Both railcarbus and trailer are of 
rigid steel construction. Seats for 
eight passengers are provided in the 
railcarbus, immediately back of the 
operators geat. A ventilating system 
permits the windows to be sealed.

Less Security for Other Loans. 


“Tf these park boards are consid- 
ered unsafe risks, the Whole financial 
structure of our government is un- 
sound and destined to collapse.

Speed Superhighway - Plans. 

Plans for another important devel- 
opment' in the handling of Chicago's 
traffic problem, the creation of 15.26 
miles of elevated highways linking 
the loop with main arteries to’ thé 
north, sgouth and west, are being 
whipped into shape by the,state high- 
way engineers. Specifications and 
cost estimates are under preparation 
for the filing of a formal application 
for federal easy money.

The meterization program contem- 
Dlates the installation of 116,000 
meters on the south side. With meter- 
ization and water wastage practically 
eliminated through repairs to mains 
and plumbing—a task that is going 
forward under the civil works admin- 
istration—-the commissioner estimated 
that tue average water bill of $10.80 
computed on the frontage basis will 
be reduced to $8.80 on the meter rate. 

“It is impossible,” said Mr. Hewitt,

In a period jof continuing wx de- 
linquencies during which many local 
' governments have been unable to 
keep step with salary obligatiwus, a 
practice has grown up in handling 
city funds. that. is,said by-dts critics 
to overstep a strict interpretation of 
the law. 

This practice is to advance money 
for pay days from the city’s aggre- 
gate of funds, which is the sum total 
of all city funds and a sort of internal 
bank through which thecity _ handles 
its finances. 

The method is to invest cash from 
the aggregate of funds in tax war- 
rants. In this way cash belonging to 
the traction fund, the water fund, the 
vehicle tax fund and other funds is 
used by the city for current expenses. 
An exception is the special assessment 
fund which the city-holds in trust for 
private individuals and keeps fully 
liquid at all times.

The total of the aggregate of funds 
as of Dec. 7, was $112,748,503. This 
consisted of approximately 23 per cent 
cash and.77.per.cent “frozen” assets, 
principally tax warrants.

“With tax collections as uncertain 
@s they are,”’ said one observer of the 
city’s financial] policy, “the guardians 
of the funds should not invest the 
water and vehicle tax funds, for in- 
gtance, to the extent that there would 
not be sufficient cash in them to meet 
all pay roll, contract and other obliga- 
tions.

Szymezak, then city controller, one 
day authorized the payment of salaries 
only to water and vehicle tax fund 
employés, a minority of the city fam- 
fly. There was sufficient money in 
those funds to pay their employés, 
but not enough cash in the corporate 
fund to pay the majority of city em- 
ployés. 

Mayor Reverses Pay Order. 


The mayor was in Springfield, but 
heard of the order before many pay 
checks had been handed out. He 
promptly countermanded the pay or- 
der by telephone, declaring that all 
employés should be treated alike. 
That policy has been continued, As 
@ consequence the water fund and 
vehicle tax fund employés are paid 
only to Sept. 1, as are other city work- 
ers. 

A further effect was to curtail oper- 
ations financed out of water and ve-

FAILS TO-YHELD 
LARGE REVENUES 


Supplies Only Fraction of 
States’ Incomes.

In Six States for Year. 


General sales tax laws have been in 
effect in most of the 19 states which 
have them for less than a year. Only 
eix states have levied this tax for 
more than a year. These are Dela- 
ware, Kentucky, Mississippi, Pennsy]- 
vania, Virginia, and West Virginia. 
Tn three states—Michigan, New Mex- 
ico, and Vermont—the first payment 
under the sales tax laws will not be 
made until 19384. 

An approximate or preliminary esti- 
mate of the [linois results shows that 
the 2 per cent retail sales tax yielded 
$8,250,000 for the period from July to 
October, inclusive. The total taxes 
collected for state purposes for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1933, ex- 
clusive of sales tax, were $110,658,901, 
making the per cent of sales tax to 
total states taxes 27.8. General state 
and local property taxes for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1931, were $385.,- 
116,153, making the per cent of sales 
tax to property tax, shown by monthly 
vields, 6.4, 

Are Temporary Expedients. 


Mr. Mott reports that many of these 
gales taxes are temporary expedients, 
only designed to tide the state over 
the current financial emergency. In 
Mississippi and New York the taxes 
will automatically expire in 1934 wun- 
less re@nacted by the legislature, and 
in six other states they will end in 1935. 
These six are Illinois, Arizona, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, North Dakota and 
Washington. The laws of nine states, 
he finds, confine the tax to sales of 
tangible personal property. Kight other 
states levy gross income taxes which 
include taxes on proceeds from sales 
by retailers, wholesalers and manufac- 
turers. 

In nine other states the tax is levied 
only. on retail sales of tangible per- 
sonal property, as in Illinois.

The assesséd value of personal 
property in Cook county as shown on 
the 1982 tax assessment books is $982, 
105,888. ‘This was announced yester 
day by Assessor J. L. Jacobs, who has 
completed the assessment of personal- 


ty in the thirty country and eight city 
townships. 

On the basis of an average county 
tax rate of $7 for each $100 of a& 
sessed value—this is the rate which 
tax experts say is a conservative esti- 
mate for 1932—the personalty assess- 
ment would produce $68,747,877 if it 
could be collected. 

The assessed valye of personal prop- 
érty in the county for 1931 amounted 
to $984,015,400. From this valuation 
an extension of $70,791,691 in taxes 
was made by the county treasurer. 
Thus. far, although the. penalty.date 
for 1931 personal property tax bills 
was last May 1, Only $33,746,766 or 
47.67 per cent has been collected. 


Reduction of Only $1,910,012.

The assessed valuation for 1932 is 
only $1,910,012 less than that for 1931, 
Assessment rolls in Cook county, 
prior to those for 1931 and 1932, were 
made by the old board of assessors, 
now abolished. The highest assessed 
valuation of personal property put on 
the tax rolls by the old board was 
$840,666,242 for 1930. 

Assessor Jacobs pointed out that 
the old board placed personal proper- 
ty on the assessment rolls at its full 
value. Beginning with the 1931 rolls, 
the equalization factor of 87 per cent 
was applied to personal property as 
it had been previously applied to real 
estate. This means therefore that the 
assessed value of personalty on the 
1931 and 1932 tax rolls is 37 per cent 
of its full appraised value. 

If the $840,655,242 on the 1930 per- 
sonalty lists had been “ equalized” by 
the 37 per cent factor, 
amounted to $311,042,809. Assessor 
Jacobs pointed out that this is a low 
figure compared with the $984,015,400 


'for 1931 and the $982,105,388 for 19382. 


1,017,782 Items Assessed. 


In making public his 1932 assessed | 
valuation of personal property Mr. | 


Jacobs commented upon the similarity 


between the totals of 1931 and 1932. 

“Although the dollars and cents 
totals are almost the same, the num- 
ber of items on the 1932 assessment 
roll is greatly increased over that of 
1931,” he said. ‘“‘ For 1932 there are 
1,017,732 items of personalty assessed. 
In 1931 there were only 845,467. For 
1930 there were only 279,274 items on 
the “ 

The increase in the number of items 
assessed for 1932, Mr. Jacobs said, 
has taken up most of the reduction in 
personal property values that resulted 
from the tremendous drop in commo- 
dity values between April 1, 1931, and 
April 1, 1932, the period for which the 
assessed valuations were made, 

During this period the number of 
banks in Cook county diminished 
from 253 to 60. All capital stock of 
banks is classified as personalty on

1932 Roll Called Equitable. 


Assessment experts yesterday as- 
serted that the 1932 personalty roll 
constituted the most “ equitable, com- 
plete and defendable” personal prop- 
erty assessment ever made in Cook 
county. Duplications and errors in 
the 1931 rolls which caused the filing

The assessment tables show that 
South town, which includes the loop 
area, was the wealthiest in personal 
property of the eight city townships. 
South town’s personalty was assessed 
at $261,326,876. West town was sec- 
ond with $199,597,844. In the country 
towns New Trier was the wealthiest 
with an assessed valuation of $14,148,- 
965. Cicero, for the first time in 25 
years, was second with a valuation of 
$11,921,950. Cicero was just ahead of 
Evanston, where the personality was 
assessed at $11,821,508.

The Illinois state tax commission 
yesterday announced its final full val- 
uation of railroad property in the 
state for 1933. ‘The total valuation is 


$492,003,513, or 11% per cent below the 
1932 figure of $565,818,606, which in 
turn was 12% per cent below the 1931 
assessment of $635,737,247. 

The final 1933 valuation was ap- 
proved at a meeting of the commis- 
sion in its Chicago headquarters at 
83 North La Salle street. Members 
of the commission are Scott Lucas, 
chairman: Barnet Hodes, and Simeon 
BE. Leland. : 

The tentative valuation was com- 
pleted Sept. 11. Ralilroads immediately 
filed protests and petitioned for a re- 
hearing. At the rehearings representa- 
‘tives of the railroads presented state- 
ments of earnings for the twelve 
months ending April 1, 1933, with the 
claim that their financial conditions 
were such they wero unable to pay 
taxes on the tentative valuations. 

90 Days for Revision. 

Hearings and revision of the tenta- 
tive valuation occupied 90 days. The 
final 1933 appraisal gave an average 
cut of 11% per cent to the railroads.

> Any attempt at national planning, regardless of 
where it is tried, encounters certain fixed difficul- 
ties. Which it must surmount if it is to produce a 


| better social and economic system. Here in Amer- 


ica these difficulties are in some ways more pro- 
founced and more difficult to meet than elsewhere, 
Fifst of all, a Comprehensive system of national 
planning to be successful in America would re- 
quire the abrogation of our constitution so as to 
permit the erection of an industrial and politica) 
dictatorship with the concentration of absolute 
power and authority in the hands of a few, as in 
Italy or Russia. Without this absolute authority 
or the power to impose its plan, planned economy 
is impossible. How necessary this requirement is 
becomes more and more apparent every day as 
the recovery plans of Roosevelt unfold. 
Successful national planning cannot permit the 
amazing contradictions that are being witnessed 
today. Admit that the purpose to adjust agricul- 
ture with industry is behind the President's crop 
déstruction order and the leasing of marginal land. 
If that is necessary, what is the reason for the 
Crention and financing by government funds of 
new irrigation districts which will bring in addl- 
tional submarginal land? The reason is politics. 
Thus as long as we have a democracy political 


pressure can and will to a large extent hamper 
if not nullify the best of planning. 

The NRA is another attempt at national plan- 
ning. Although no public act in the history of the 
country has had a more spontaneous and patriotic 
support, for it to become permanent and success 
ful implies the creation of a vast enforcing bu- 
reaucracy with power it cannot have under 
our present constitution. Just as the eighteenth 
amendment could have been enforced had al) crit- 
icism been suppressed and a large enough en- 
forcing bureaucracy created with wide enough 
powers unhampered by other constitutional pro- 
visions, so can the NRA be enforced. The NRA 
is merely a gigantic expansion of the idea behind 
the elehteenth amendment. When the public sees 
that the NRA increases the spread between pro- 
ducer and consumer and thus aggravates what 
has been said to be one of the worst evils of the 
old system, and that the temporary gain in em- 
ployment and wages is eventually offset by the 
elimination of countless smal! businesses and their 
employés, enthusiasm will begin to wane and 
chiseling will grow beyond the scope and powers 
of NRA boards to meet. Furthermore, the mem 
bers of the NRA boards who are serving without 
pay cannot be expected to continue their work 
indefinitely. Just as advocates of the eighteenth 
amendment sincerely believed that the mere 
passage of a law would stop the sale and consump- 
tion of liquor, so do proponents of the NRA be- 
lieve that its mere mandate will have continuous 
public support and respect. Only an all-powerful 
government unhampered by a constitution and 
criticism could make such an attempt as the NRA 
successful. Thus, if we as a nation are to enjoy 
the full benefits of national planning we must 
agree to a complete. change in our form of gov- 
ernment and the abrogation of individual liberty, 
freedom, and representative government as we 
have known it. 

Even though a new form of government could 
be adopted, which would, of course, require either 
a communist or Fascist state, and the influence 
of sectional! and factional influence removed, still 
other difficulties of serious magnitude confront 
the planner. If human society were in a static 
condition, if human wants and desires were known 
or could be foretold, it would be a more simple 
task to coirdinate production and distribution to 
satisfy human needs. Human desires and fancies 
are varied and everchanging. A mere whim of 
fashion, women’s demands for changes in stylea, 
will close down one kind of industry and create 
a shortage in another one, reduce the amount of 
cotton and cotton cloth consumed, and increase 
the amount of silk or rayon. Likewise the fixine 
of the price of one commodity at too high a level 
almost inevitably develops a substitute or reduces 
demand to nominal proportions. 

The unknown factors and those beyond the 
power of the government to control aré more 
clearly demonstrated in the case of agriculture. 
Efforts to gauge and regulate the size of crops, 
even should the government have the power to 
tell each farmer what he could plant and could 
not plant, must meet the unknown and uncertain 
changes of the weather, pests, and other such 
factors... Some years, due to favorable growing 
conditions, a smaller acreage will produce a larger 
crop. Efforts to reduce acreage by government 
orders may meet with temporary success, but even 
this year farmers chose their poorest acreage to 
plow under. 

The heart of this problem of agriculture still re- 
mains untouched, .Secretary Wallace frankly ad- 
mits that a decision one way or another must be 
made. If this surplus is sold abroad importation 
of foreign goodg is the only ultimate method of 
payment. Any attempt to reduce acreage to grow 
only enough for domestic needs means that at 
least one-half of the cotton acreage must be elimi- 
nated. If this land were planted to something 
else, would not such production create a surplus 
in other commodities? Control of such a situation 
is necessary if planning is to be successful. 

These practical difficulties create a task infi- 
nitely difficult enough, but of even greater magni- 
tude is the attempt to regulate a complex, intri- 
cate industry. The very fact that industry has 
become such an intricate matter, with constant 
changes, improved methods, widely varying de- 
grees of efficiency, and closely knit interdepend- 
enée where the delay in receiving one small part 
can temporarily paralyze an entire industry, places 
it beyond the scope of human intelligence to regu- 
late by means of bureaucratic organization. It 
has been the lack of regulation, the ability of 
industry to adjust itself quickly on the pain of 
death, the ever present need to be on the. alert, 
and the stimulous of competition that have been 
the driving force behind the development of Amer- 
ican industry. 

National planning thus. implies an intelligence 
superior to anything the world has seen. The 
very fact that life has become complex and intrfi- 
cate makes planning, on the scale now urged, less 
desirable than ever. The experience to be gained 
from recorded history shows how vain and futile 
such attempts usually prove to be, while the ex- 
perience of the past century and one-half in Amer- 
ica ig eloquent testimony to the fact that when 
maladjustments and unbalance are allowed .to 


work themselves out naturally, under a free sys |. 


tem of government, one of the great material civ- 
ilizations of history can be developed.

A considerable outbreak of the. dis- 
Case Was required to awaken the people 
to the necessity of taking some action. 
In June, 1933, the management of one 
of the hotels became somewhat uneasy 
over the considerable amount of diar- 
rheal disease reported among their 
guests and those who had recently been 
with them. By September the local 
health authorities were becoming inter- 
ested. Toward the middle of October 
Dr. Tonney of the Chicago health de- 
partment reported to the American Pub- 
lic Health association, giving some ad- 
vice as to the methods of procedure, 
some of which we quote. 

Before the middie of November the 
health department was actively trying 
to find all the amebi coli carriers in the 
kitchens and dining rooms of certain 
hotels and also calling the attention of 
health officers throughout the United 
States to the possible presence in their 
communities of cases and carriers of 
amebic colitis, the disorder having been 
contracted in Chicago during the sum- 
mer and fall. 

The need for bringing this to the at- 
tention of physicians and the general 
public is the variation in the symptoms 
present in the infected cases. Some have 
acute diarrhea with some cramping and 
vomiting. Such cases may prove fatal 
after a brief iliness. Others appear to 
get well after a few weeks. Such cases 
are rarely suspected of being due to 
ameba. Other infected individuals be- 
come carriers after very inconsequential 
liiness. Few of these are suspected of 
being due to ameba. 

People who have diarrheas or who 
have recently had this symptom are ad- 
vised to have a laboratory examination 
for ameba. Physicians attending per- 
sons with such symptoms are advised to 
have laboratory examinations made for 
purposes of diagnosis. Hotel and res- 
taurant keepers are advised to have this 
kind of a laboratory examination of 
their cooks, butchers, bakers, waiters, 
and all others who handle food, All 
those who give a history of having had 
amebic colitis or of having been car-

2. Formation locally of mineral salts which 
cause the loca] tissues to hold on to an 
excess of water. In some cases the excess 
of mineral salts might be deposited in a 
given area rather. than made there, 

3. It means that the local loose tissue 
around the eyeball! is not alkaline enough or 
ig too acid. and too much water is held in 
the tissues.

HONOLULU, Hawalil.—Distances in 
the Pacific, as well as in other parts 
of the world, are shrinking rapidly. 
How many people in the continental 
United States realize that Yokohama 
is only 47 hours from Puget sound 
by air? 

Of course, if you want to go to 
Yokohama at present you take a 
steamer, which makes the trip in 
about 12 days. But experts believe 
it is a question of only a few years 
until regular air transportation wil! 
be in operation across the Pacific. 

The route from Puget sound to 
Japan has been sketched as: To Una- 
laska, 1,163 miles, thence to Kiska. 
600 miles, and thence to Yokohama, 
1,736 miles. 

Via Honolulu the route is a little 
longer, and would require a tota] of 
66 hours by plane, or, branching off 
at the Bonin islands, 78 hours to Ma- 
nila. Such a route has been sketched 
as follows: San Francisco to Hono- 
lulu, 2,081 miles, 23 hours; Honolulu 
to Midway, 1,149 miles, 12 hours; Mid- 
way to Bonin, 2,149 miles, 24 hours; 
Bonin to Yokohama, 623 miles, 6 
hours, or Bonin to Manila, 18 hours. 

Another route could be taken from 
Honolulu by way of the Marshall is- 
lands, 2,096 miles, 23 hours; 1,540 miles 
to Guam in 17 hours, and thence to 
the Philippines in 17 hours. By that 
route the total time from San Fran- 
cisco to Manila would be 80 hours, 

Steamer voyages from San Fran- 
cisco to Honolulu are made in about 
five days; from Honolulu to Yokohama 
in about seven days. 

Pointing south, we have a suggested 
air route of 74 hours from San Fran- 
cisco to Sydney, Australia, a voyage 
that takes somé 16 days by boat. Or, 
to Auckland, N. Z., from San Fran- 
cisco, 66 hours, by air. The route to 
Australia and New Zealand would 
pass, as now, through Honolulu, via 
Samoa and Fiji. 

Most of the flights made hitherto in 


the Pacific have been with military or 
naval planes in the interest of test- 
ing the possibilities of aviation in gen- 
eral [not neglecting, of course, the 
prospects for rapid movement between 
strategic points]. The flights of Com- 
mander John Rodgers, U. 8S. N., from 
San Francisco to Hawaii, of Lieuts. 
Maitland and Hegenberger over the 
same distance, the United States army 
flight around the world, the flight last 
year of a group of American naval 
Planes to the “Bird” islands far 
northwest of Honolulu [on the pos-

Chicago, Dec. 5.—In 45 of the 47 
states in the Union there are laws pro- 
hibiting the, duplication of public utility 
properties of all kinds without: first se- 
curing a certificate of public convenience 
and necessity from the state commission. 
It is generally recognized that competi- 
tion in the utility field resulting in the 
construction of duplicate plants is eco- 
nomically wrong and results in large 
losses to the people who have furnished 
their savings for the construction of 


utility plants, and state commissions 
have steadfastly refused to any one the 
right to duplicate existing utility prop- 
erties.

THE INCIDENCE OF STRIKES. 

Chicago, Dec. 5.—In attempting to ex- 
plain the enormous increase in strikes 
that has occurred since the NRA went 
into effect, Gen. Johnson, Secrétary Per- 
kins, and other representatives of the 
administration have asserted that an in- 
crease in strikes is always a concom- 
itant of a recovery from a depression.

FEARS $2.60 TAX 
ON LIQUOR WILL 
AID BOOTLEGGER 


Treasury Experts Are in 
Favor of $1.10 Gallon. 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—[Spe- 
cial.j—An illicit Hquor business of 
30,000,000 gallons a year may be driven 
into the hands of bootleggers if con- 
gress approves the liquor tax system 
whith President Roosevelt's inter 
departmental liquor committee recom- 
epartment 


beén quoted as favoring @ moderate 
tax to eliininate the bootlegger.

me industry itself can sell under the 
weight of the recommended tax bur- 
den, the treasury’s estimates show. 
The President’s interdepartmental 
committee recommended a tax of $2.60 
a gallon on distilled spirits, having 
laid their suggestions before congress 
yesterday. The existing tax, carried 
over from prewar wet days, is $1.10 
a gallon. 

’ Would Stimulate Consumption. 


With hard liquor taxes at these 
higher rates the federal government 
collect a grand total of about 518 
million dollars from distilled spirits, 
wines, beer, and occupational taxes 
during the first year after repeal, the 
treasury estimates. If the liquor taxes 
aré left as they are now the treasury 
estimates that legitimate consumption 
weuld be stimulated sufficiently to 
make the net reduction in revenue 
only about 100 million dollars. 

While the treasury department was 
casting up the effects of the proposed 
tax system on the infant liquor busi- 
negs, President Roosevelt at the White 
House was signing a code for liquor 
rectifiers, placing in the hands of the 
federal alcohol control administration 
the same broad powers over prices, 
production, and trade practices as the 
FACA has over distillers. 

Raising of the distilled spirits tax 
from $1.10 a gallon to $2.60 will cut 
the annual legitimate consumption 
from 105 million to 74 million gallons 
a year, the treasury estimates. The 
tax burden will force prices up, and 
digeourage would-be consumers of the

| Might Turn to Bootlegger. 


But considering the habits that have 
been built up in this country in the 
era of prohibition and illicit liquor, 
the treasury considers that a large 
share of the consumers driven away 
from legal hard liquors by the tax 
will turn to the bootlegger and moon- 
shiner. 

Attorney General Homer 8. Cum- 
mings has estimated that his depart- 
ment will have to handle as many as 
10,000 prosecutions against moonshin- 
ers in the first post-repeal year. 

In addition to the $192,500,000 which 
the government would draw from 74 
million gallons of legal whisky under 
2 tax of $2.60 a gallon, the treasury 
estimates that it will get 152 million 
dollars more from the importation of 
about 20 million gallons of foreign 
whisky. These importations have to 
pay both the domestic excise tax and 
a tariff duty of $5 a gallon. 

$156,000,000 Tax from Beer. 

Another 156 million dollars would 
come from beer, taxes at $5 a barrel 
under the committee’s recommenda- 
tions, the treasury believes. Wines, 
never an important revenue item in 
America, may yield another 10 mil- 
lion, and occupational taxes on dis- 
tillers, rectifiers, wholesalérs, and re- 
tallers should give the federal gov- 
ernment about 7% million dollars as 
the industry sets itself up during the 
Orst year. 

The grand total from all these 
sources, as gauged by the treasury, 
would amount to 618 million dollars. 
If the domestic consumption of dis- 
tilled spirits would expand to 105 mil- 
lion gallons under a $1.10 excise levy, 
the net reduction in revenue from do- 
mestic and imported stocks would be 
only slightly more than 100 million 
dollars.

Séveral {ll advised ‘barbers; a sprin- 
kling of catch basin janitors, and a 
few outmoded Anzacs have expressed 
the naive fear that the old time saloon 


ing, of course, could be further from 


to this unpatriotic view. 

Webster, in his joking way, has dis- 
missed the word saloon. with the re 
mark that it is a place “ where intox!- 
cating liquors are sold and drunk.” 
Any one with half an eye and the 
slightest regard for the better things 
can see that this in no wise describes 
the present tavern or taverne. 

We should all be proud at the 
staunch stand for the right taken to- 
ward the return of the old time saloon 
by our city fathers, state officials, and 
most of the tuck pointers. True, in 
the spirit of give and take, they have 
receded a trifie from their original 
stand, but have remained firm against 
the saloon menace. 

This Fallacy Soon Discovered. 


At first, before the ground had been 
thoroughly covered, it was felt that 
a stinging blow might be dealt the 
saloon by refusing to allow bars to be 
installed. ‘The drinker, it was ruled, 
must sit In a chair, crouch on a 
trundle bed, squat on the floor, or at 
least stoop slightly. 

The fallacy of this stand was soon 
discovered. Statistics revealed that if 
all the bartenders thrown out of work 
by this ruling were laid end to end 
they would rapidly equal a pole vault. 
And, as one lawmaker—or solon—so 
aptly phrased it, ‘‘ What is a bartender 
without a bar?” 

It was then ruled, and rightly, that 
the bar might stay if stools were fur- 
nished for the drinkers. Through the 
recurring interest in seats, it may be 
seen, the point of interest in the sert- 
ous drinker has shifted since pre-pro- 
hibition days. From the epiglottis and 
other sordid points in that neignbor- 
hood, so thoroughly canvassed by the 
Anti-Saloon league, it has receded 
something more than a meter to the 
south. 


The justice of this view may be seen 
by a rapid review of the facts. In 
the old days many a song and story 


told of some Drazen hussy of eight 
or nine summers trying to lure her 
poor old father from a comfortable 
bar. The peculiar fellow, if rumors 
of the time were reliable, often de- 
serted his beverage and followed her 
to their squalid home. 

Had he practiced the reclining drink 
the lovable old coot likely could have 
ee ee at iets 


of the old time saloon, Bas been flatly 
discarded by the lawmakers. 

Eventually, of course, the owners 
of the liquor shoppes may be allowed 
to sprinkle a touch here and there in 
the corners, but none, mind you, in 
the center of the floor. This undoubt- 
edly will do away with a catastrophe 
as was reported from the outskirts of 
Pocatello, Idaho, one early autumn aft- 
ernoon. 

The Pocatelloan’s Mistake. 


There, a man, respected alike by 
friends and enemies, entered a saloon 
and, noting the sawdust on the floor, 
assumed that he was in a butcher 
shop. Then, naturally enough, he mis- 
takenly identified the bartender as a 
morse! of tripe and began to devour 
the fellow. As it happened he was 
halted before any dire consequences 
resulted from his laughable mistake. 

This was looked upon as a fine thing 
in the community because, as every 
one admitted, this particular bartender 
was not a fellow to be viewed lightly 
as a victual. 

If the present rulings fail to do 
away with the saloon, although such 
a state of affairs is hardly conceivable, 
» few more simple rules will doom it. 
One suggestion, held in reserve, is 
that the drinker be foreed to swing 
from a chandelier, the while whittling 
something for the home from a row- 
lock.

Chef Back to His Own. 


Noble eaters themselves, the chefs 
paused at the festive board long 
enough to decree the passing of the 
tearoom and drugstore cooks and fore- 
east the return of the true chef to his 
rightful renown.

There are some who advocate cham- 
pagne with the entrée, but M. Amiot 
deplores this as a vulgarism. Let it 
be a good red wine, and if possible, 
Chateau Lafite, he says. Champagne 
comes with the dessert, a dry cham- 
pagne, such as Cliquot sec, and 
cognac or a liqueur with the coffee 
and cheese. 


Eager to Learn Right Wines. 


The chefs say that few people 
member or ever knew the proper rela- 
tionship of wines to dinner courses, 
but that they are frankly eager to 
learn and do not hesitate to ask the 
waiters. To speed the educational 
process the chefs plan to add recom- 
mended wines to the menus after each 
item of food. 

Chef Amiot discussed wine as an in- 
dispensable factor in cooking. He said: 

“We now have our sherry for lob- 
ster Newburg and terrapin Maryland, 
our white wines for filet of sole Mar- 
guery, Burgundy for baking dark fish, 
and white wines instead of lemon 
juice for fricassee of chicken.

Illinois Tops U. S. in First 
Awards Won.

Establishing a new record both in 
attendance and in number of entries, 
Chicago’s great farm fair, the Interna- 
tional Live Stock exposition, closed at 
the stockyards last night with a blare 
of trumpets as more than $6,500 in 
Jarge stakes were awarded to horse 
show competitors. 

In all, more than $150,000 In cash 
and several hundred trophies and pur- 
ple ribbons. have been given to the 
best in the live stock and grain world 
here during the exposition. 

With more than 50,000 public schoo! 
ehildren pouring through the 22 acres 
of exhibits at the stock show yester- 
day, the final day’s attendance was 
mearly 100,000. During the eight days 
more than 440,000 persons have passed 
through the exposition gates, the larg- 
est crowd since 1928 and within a few 
thousand of the largest attendance 
ever recorded in the 34 Internationals 
held in Chicago. 


Illinois Leads in Winnings. 


Tilinois swept the field in total num- 
ber of championships and first place 
awards, a compilation of winnings by 
states revealed. Stockmen and grain 
growers, both youngsters and adults, 
garnered 66 purple or championship 
ribbons and 177 blue or first place rib- 
bons. 

Indiana and Canada crowded out 
the Iowa exhibitors, who in previous 
years have been heavy winners. In- 
diana placed second in total purple 
awards with 55, and was third in blue 
ribbons; 86. Iowa was still second 
in number of blue ribbons, with 91, 
but was pushed down to eighth place 
in number of championships, getting 
only 14. 

From Canada, which encourages its 
farmers to compete in American shows 
by giving extra prizes to those who 
win in the states, came sufficiently 
successful exhibits to bring the do- 
minion to third place in number of 
championships awarded at the 1933 In- 
ternational. Canada stood fifth last 
year, but this week won 32 purple and 
69 blue ribbons. 


Missouri Wins Fourth Place. 


The remaining honors by states for 
the top ten places include: Missouri, 
fourth with 26 purple ribbons; Ohio 
fifth with 22 championships; Minne- 
sota sixth with 17: Wyoming seventh 
with 15; New York tied with Iowa 
for eighth place with 14 purple rib- 
bons each, and Michigan tenth with 
12 championships. 

Two additional awards in the boys 
and girls’ 4H club contests were an- 
nounced yesterday. A team of three 
4Hers from Geneva, Filmore county, 
Webraska, won the junior crops judg- 
ing contest over teams from five cther 
states. The team included Virgil 
Poch, Rex Brown, and Edgar Mumms. 
The Iowa crops judging team placed 
second. 

Ruth Gustafson, farm club girl from 
Bow, Wash., won the youths’ meat 
identification contest over 26 other 
contestants from nine states.

ventative measures. 


. . Plan Not Yet Perfect. 


‘“The new arrangements are far 
from perfect; but perfection could net 
be expected after only a dozen years 
of strenuous organization. But other 
countries may well envy soviet Rus- 
sig’s elaborately centralized govern- 
ment in this respect, in that it has 
been able to brush aside all past com:

A few months ago, over the pro- 
tests of family and friends, he ac- 
cepted chairmanship of the local NRA 
compliance board. Illness forced him 
to retire a month ago. 

Works as Farm Hand. 

New York, Dec. 9.—[Special]—By 
working as a farm hand in early 
‘teens, Dr. Thompson worked his way 
through school. He was duated 
from Muskingum college in 1881 and 
later from the Western Theological 
seminary in Allegheny City, Pa. He 
was ordained to the Presbyterian min- 
istry. 

He served as a missionary and a 
pastor at Odebolt, Ia., until 1885, when 
he became president of Longmont col- 
lege, Longmont, Colo. 

Honored in Home State. 


In 1889 he returned to Ohio, his na- 
tive state, to become president of 
Miami university, a post he held until 
1899, when he was called to the presi- 
dency of Ohio State university. 

Dr. Thompson, retired from the pres- 
bytery in 1925, when he was 70 years 
old, and since then has been president 
emeritus.

Hirota admitted that he was acting 
because of fears that Huropean na- 
tions are contemplating concerted ac- 
tion against Japan.

An average of 1,460 passengers, 750,- 
000 letters, and 4,400 pounds of 6gpress 
matter were flown every 24 hotire dur- 
ing the first eight months of this yéar 
and the chamber estimates that more 
than 30 per cent 6f it was “ original” 
business. 

To show how business has inereased, 
the chamber says the numbef of air 
station stops has grown from 23 to 
178 gince 1926.

And this year, based on 
reports up to the end of November, 
the chamber estimates it will be 
550,000. 

The chamber, in a survey soon to be 
issued, will present statistics showing 
there now are 600 American opérated 
air liners, or one plane to every nine 
Pullman cars.

Charlie Conacher’s 
bullet-like drive from the corner 
struck his brother, Lionel, Hawk de- 
fense player, and broke up a score- 
less tie when it bounded past Goalie 
Chuck Gardiner. The victory length- 
ened Toronto’s lead in the Canadian 
division of the National Hockey league 
to six points. 

Before that break the teams had 
played a speedy and evenly matched 
brand of hockey, going without a pen- 
alty for the first 30 minutes. Gardi- 
mer played a brilliant game in the 
Hawk nets. Mush March was the 
most dangerous forward the Hawks 
had, with Johnny Gottselig and Paul 
Thompson ranking next. 

Gottselig got the opening face- 
off and went as far as the blue line, 
where Primeau took the puck and 
broke loose for a dash into Black- 
hawk territory that ended when Gar- 
diner tossed aside his shot.

Weight for Speed.

St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 9.— All I- know 
about football is what Rock taught 
me.” 

Elmer Layden, new athletic director 
coach at Notre Dame, tonight gave 
this as his answer to inquiries about 


his plans for his new job. 

If you didn’t know Knute Rockne 
and don’t know the full back of Notre 
Dame’s famed four horsemen, the 
statement might strike you as a little 
extravagant—a slightly strained effort 
to say something nice about a man 
whose memory is treasured by so 
mahy of the folks who will be watch- 
ing Elmer Layden from now on. 
But Notre Dame men who starred 
under Knute Rockne are like that. 
Anyone with any other football ideas 
and ideals is looked upon as a gent 
who is just a little bogus. Layden 
admits there are other football coaches 
and other systems, but while Layden 
is athletic boss at Notre Dame, Notre 
Dame is going to be served the same 
kind of football that Rockne taught 
the Four Horsemen a decade ago. 


Uses Training as Lawyer. 


This Layden fellow studied to be a 
lawyer and spent a year in a law 
office while coaching Columbia college 
at Dubuque, Ia., before hé took the 
job at Duquesne seven years ago. He 
hasn’t had many court battles recent- 
ly, though he’s still a member of the 
Iowa bar, but he has the caution of a 
barrister when it comes to talking 
about the football situation at Notre 
Dame in 1933 and his plans for re- 
form, if any. 

Here to direct Duquesne in a. chari- 


to an hour of interviewing immedi- 
ately upon his arrival from an all day 
conference with the Rev... John 
O'Hara, C. L. C,, vice president. of 
Notre Dame, in Indianapolis. . 

Though jhe would not talk about 
what he.thought of the 1933 team, 
whieh he saw in two losing games— 
against Pitt. and Carnegie Tech—he 
did make it clear that he does not 


recting the Irish following their most 
disastrous season in_ history. 

Expects to See Improvement. 
“TI don’t know much about the ma- 
terial and probably won’t until spring 
practice, which probably will be called 
as usual late in March,’ he said. “I 
do know that with a squad more than 
ten times the one I had at Duquesne 
on first call, I should be able to pick 
plenty of fine boys to play the kind 
of football that is traditional at South 
Bend.” 
“The greatest trouble I have had 
with my team this year is to convince 
some of the eleven starters’ that it 
wasn’t necessary for all to play 60 
minutes each. Everybody on our squad 
is a fighter and loves to play foot- 
ball. It’s not hard to teach boys who 
have that kind of spirit and unless 
Notre Dame has changed a lot I can 
count on the same kind of. players at 
South Bend next year, only in droves, 
as compared with our Nmited Du- 
quesne squad, 


Sacrifices Heft for Speed. 


“Until I work with the Notre Dame 
candidates I naturally won’t know 
much about individual prospects. But 
generally speaking my quest will be 
for a fast back field at the sacrifice of 
a little heft. [Layden, you remember, 
was a 160 pound full back.}] I like 
weight in the line, but there must be 
power and speed there, too. 

“Having been a back, my early in- 
terest probably was more in the offen- 
sive than otherwise, but I have come 
to be just as much of a crank on de- 
fense as on the business of advanc- 
ing .the ball,” 

The new athletic boss of Notre 
Dame is a bit shy about discussing 
his ability as a speaker. The follow- 
ing was a reply: 

‘In gome universities much em- 
phasis is put on the ability of the 
athletic director and coach to put on 
the front at alumni and other gather- 
ings with now and then a wisecrack 
on a topic of the day or at some rival 
coach, a la Zuppke, et al.” 

“Do you shape up a good oration 
and can you hammer out a nifty that 
is without any Joe Miller whiskers?” 


Can Get by as Talker. 


Mr. Layden’s response to this was: 

“During my seven years at Du-

This was the setting for the first 
touchdown of the game, which came 
on the next play, a forward pass from 
Hangon to Smith, It was thrown 
diagonally to the left side lines and 
Smith, recognized as the best end on 
the coast, caught the ball at his 
knees. He paused momentarily to 
gain direction and then legged it for 
the goal. Warburton and Propst, the 
defensive half backs, deceived momen- 
tarily by the play, tried valiantly to 
overtake the flying huskies, but they 
were two steps behind all the way to 
the goal. Smith kicked the extra 
point and Washington led, 7 to 0. 

Penalty Aids Trojans. 

Southern California came close to a 
touchdown just before the end of the 
half. A brilliantly executed pass, Mc- 
Neish to Palmer, was completed on 
Washington's eight yard line. An- 
other toss was knocked down and the 
third was grounded in the end zone. 

In the third quarter the Trojans 
took Hanson's poor punt on Wash- 
ington’s 34 yard line. Mr. Warbur- 
ton, who is well known to Notre 
Dame fans, conducted a personal pa- 
rade on four successive plays to the 
9 yard line. He didn’t want to hog 
the glory, so he let Wotkyns carry 
the ball. Wotkyns promptly lost six 
yards. Warburton then gained these 
back and on the next play Hanson in- 
tercepted a Trojan pass and ran it 
back to the 15 yard line. The play 
was called back, however, and Wash- 
ington was penalized five yards for 
holding by the defense, giving U. 8. C. 
a first down on Washington’s four 
yard line. 

It was the third time this season 
that visiting teams had been penalized 
when the Trojans were in storing po- 
sition. The other occasions were in 
the St. Mary's and Loyola games. 


Warburton Goes Over. 


Warburton made three yards through 
guard. Wotkyns added a foot at cen-' 
ter and then Warburton carried it 
over for the first Southern California 
touchdown.

Notre Dame Alumni Laud 
Selection of Elmer Layden 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 
Dame men of the Pacific coast today 
enthusiastically indorsed the appoint- 
ment of Elmer Layden as head foot- 
ball coach at their alma mater. 

“There isn’t a finer man in the 
coaching ranks than Layden,” said 
Jimmy Phelan, whose Washington 
eleven played Southern California this 
afternoon. “His record at Duquesne 
speaks for his ability as a leader.” 

Phelan was quarter back at Notre 
Dame in 1916. He coached a Big Ten 
championship team at Purdue in 1920 
before coming to the coast. 

Lieb Claims Oredit. 

Tom Lieb, athletic director and foot- 
ball coach at Loyola of Los Angeles, 
was a roommate of Layden in the 
latter’s freshman year at Notre Dame. 

“I claim some credit for Laydén’s 
success as an athlete ani coach,” 
Lieb remarked today. “ He was pretty 
lonesome the first few weeks after 
leaving his home in Davenport to en- 
roll at Notre Dame. I was afraid he 
was going to pull out, but we kept 
cheering him up until he became 
acquainted.” 

Clipper Smith, who was a guard on 
the 1919 and 1920 Notre Dame teams, 
said he knew Layden only as a coach, 
as Layden entered Notre Dame the 
year after he left. Smith ts now head 
coach at Santa Clara. He attributed 
Layden’'s fine record at Duquesne in 
no small measure to his fidelity to the 
Notre Dame system. 

“The trouble with most of former 
Notre Dame athletes who are now in 
the coaching field, ig that we try to 
improve on the old system,” Clipper 
said. “As a result we have no defi- 
nite style of play.” 


Coaches Need Forum. 

Slip Madigan, one of the most widely 
known Notre Dame coaches, was not 
in Los Angeles, as his St. Mary's team 
was playing Southern Methodist at 
San Francisco, but he frequently men- 
tioned Layden as one of the most 
likely sucoessors to Hunk Anderson, 
if Notre Dame made a change. 


All agreed that the 50 or more Notre 
Dame coaches should meet annually 
to talk over ways and means of keep- 
ing their style of attack and defense 
effective. 

Howard Jones, Southern California 
leader whose teams have won three 
straight games from the Irish, had 
this to say: 

“TI regret to see changes in the per- 
sonnel of university athietic staffs. 
Rockne’s loss was an irreparable blow 
to football. I am sorry to hear that 
Anderson and Harper are out. They 
are gentiemen all the way through 
and our relations with Notre Dame un- 
der their administration have been 
most pleasant.” 

R. B. von Kleinsmid, president of 
the University of Southern California, 
referred indirectly to the athletic sit- 
uation at Notre Dame in an address 
at the Trojans’ homecoming bafiquet 
last night. Me said in part: 

“ America owes a debt of everlast- 
ing gratitude to intercollegiate foot- 
ball. In these troublesome times it has 
been heartening to see crowds of 60,- 
000, 70,000 and 80,000 marching into 
stadia to relax and enjoy a virile sport 
like football. The tefe of thousands 
of young mien who take part in the 
game provide convincing evidence of 
the courage that flows in America’s 
véins. 

The Game's the Thing. 


“As long as our universities re- 
member that the game is the thing 
intercollegiate football will prosper. 
When victory becomes uppermost it 
will decline. It ig not a healthy.sign 
when schools which have been partly 
eclipsed by an unsuccessful season, as 
far as games won and lost are con- 
cerned, dismisses its athletic leaders. 
Thig fortunately is not the poliey af 
Southern California. 

“We beliéve in our coach. We feél 
there is none better. We recently ex- 
tended his contract before the most 
important games of the sé@asdn were 
played. Whether he won or lost those 
contests, Howard Jones still would be 
the head coach of the Trojans.”

Waterfowl hunters in Illinois will 
go into their blinds this week with 
the feeling that calls for dim lights 
and soft, sad music. Counting today, 
just six more days are left in the 1988 
open season for hunting ducks and 
geese. Sundown Friday afternoon 
brings finis to the waterfowl season. 
Every sportsmen who likes to decoy 
mallards in the Illinois river country 
or crouch in a blird in the wild goose 
country downstate, is intent on get- 
ting a farewell hunt before the season 
goes into history. 

Of course we have Arkansas, Louisi- 
ana, and a few other states to the 
south which are going to keep their 
blinds open until the middle of Jariu- 
ary. Hunters in the southern states 


did not start their shooting until the 


middie of November. Therefore they 
are given a season which does not 
close until sundown Jan. 15. 


Ready to Lay Aside Guns. 


A few nothern sportsmen will in- 
vade the south for a final waterfowl 
hunt in January, but for the large 
majority the close of the Illinois sea- 
son means cleaning up the old mallard 
gun, giving it a good-by coating of 
grease and then laying it aside for 
another year. 

Only occasional trips for rabbit 
hunting in this state or for pheasant 
hunting on Wisconsin licensed shoot- 
ing preserves, offer any inducement 
to hunters to keep the guns busy on 
game during the balance of the win- 
ter. In Wisconsin, on the pheasant 
preserves, where one may hunt birds 
at a fixed price per ringneck, it will 
be possible to enjoy a shoot until

Since 
then, under first Harper, then his 
protégé Rockne, and lastly Anderson, 
Irish teams have been the most con- 
sistently successful of any in the 
United States. 

Layden was one of the brightest of 
the Notre Dame stars of a decade ago. 
As a full back who weighed only 160 
pounds he was considered the great- 
est offensive threat in the four horse- 
men back field and its greatest defen- 
sive player. After graduation in 1925 
he played one year of professional 
football in the south and then coach 
for one season at Columbia college in 
Dubuque, Ia. He went to Duquesne 
in 1927 and has had better than aver- 
age suceess with the football teanis 
there, where his qualities of leader- 
ship were even more highly appre- 
ciated than his coaching abilities.

Evens Title Series. 


The victory gave the Catholic league 
an even break in the city champlion- 
ship series.

The Public school champions, 
who went into the game an over- 
whelming favorite, suffered their only 
other setbacks last week when they 
lost to Hall Township at Spring Val- 
ley, Ill., 3 to 0, and Capitol Hill, 55 to 
12, at Oklahoma City, Okla., within 
three days. 

Mount Carmel twice thwarted Har- 
rison scoring attempts in the first half.

Dividend W ave 
Is Laid to Fear 
of Surplus Tax 


BY HOWARD WOOD. 

Possibility of a federal tax on corpo- 
ration surpluses is the reason La Salle 
|street gives for the deluge of dividends 
during the last few days. 

Corporation earnings have increased 
substantially during the last few 
months and more generous payments 
to stockholders were expected, but the 
paying wave has come so suddenly 
and has assumed such large propor: 
tions that something more than the 
recent upturn in earnings is believed 
to account for it. 

Early this week when the flood of 
unexpected dividends began La Salle 
street began to be suspicious. When 
it continued for several days the ex- 
perts concluded that it was more than 
coincidence One railroad declared a 
dividend for the first time in thirty- 
one years. 


x ** 

A canvass of bankers yesterday dis- 
closed that many of them believe that 
the unexpected outpouring of funds 
from corporation surpluses has been 
due to directors’ belief that a move- 
ment was under way in Washington 
to draft a hew tax on corporation 
surpluses. 

Fears of such a tax seem to be doing 
what the tax itself would do—force 
corporations to distribute part of their 
surpluses in the form of dividends, 
More @ividends mean more income for 
individuals, and larger individual in- 
comes mean more money for the fed- 
eral government in income taxes as 
well as increased spending, which pre- 
sumably would generate more business 
activity and more jobs. 

x 

The sixty cent dollar presents an 
interesting paradox. The government 
of the United States is determined to 
make the price of commodities go up 
by cheapening the dollar. 

Foreigners have taken Washington's 
word for it and are now paying in 
their own currencies only about sixty 
per cent of what they were paying for 
it last March when the dollar was still 
on the gold standard.

Americans, on the other hand, so far 


| have refused to regard the dollar as 


anything but a dollar. Consequently, 
the dollar hasn't gone down anything 
like 40 per cent in purchasing power 
in this country and prices for goods 
and services have not gone up in pro- 
portion to the degree of Washington's 
“ official’ cheapening of the dollar. 

The dollar, therefore, still has prac- 
tically all of its former purchasing 
| power in this country, and only when 
‘it crosses the national frontier does its 
40 per cent depreciation become real. 

x * 

Within the United States a dollar 
will still buy about as much food, 
clothing, shelter and service as it 
bought a year ago. Abroad it will buy 
only 60 cents worth, compared with 
year ago prices. And foreigners send 
to the United States for goods and pay 
for them with 40 per cent less pounds, 
francs or other currency. 

Reluctance of Americans to concede 
the depreciation of their own money 
is psychological in large part. For 
four years, during the period of liqui- 
dation and falling prices, they have 
shunned goods and have eagerly 
sought cash. The desire to reduce 
everything possible to money has be- 
come the national obsession. It is not 
easy to reverse this procedure over: 
night and force people to buy goods 
and spend their cash. 

In order to raise the prices of goods 
40 per cent purely by currency manip- 
ulation, therefore, the value of the 
dollar will probably have to be cheap- 
ened a good deal more than 40 per 
cent. 

x * 

A noted German banker who has 
been visiting in Chicago even advances 
the thought that the depreciation of 
the dollar in foreign exchange transac- 
tions may be due to something more 
than Washington’s manipulation of 
the price of gold. 

He says that the dollar has declined 
sharply not because the RFC has 
bought a few million dollars’ worth of 
gold at artificial] prices, but because 
American capital has been fleeing 
abroad, frightened by the possibility 
of greenbacks, 

This transfer of funds from the 
United States to London and Paris, 
he says, has caused an unusual de- 
mand for pounds and francs and at 
the same time extraordinarily large 
sales of dollars in foreign exchange. 
With this pressure on the dollar and 
the great demand for pounds and 
francs the laws of supply and demand 
have helped depress the dollar unduly. 


x * 

Thus the American “ smart money ” 
which has been going abroad in great 
volume during the autumn months 
may actually be the leverage forcing 
the dollar down, rather than the 
RFC’s small purchases of gold at 
pegged price and may explain why 
the administration watched the out- 
flow of American capital with such 
equanimity. 

If any large portion of this exported 
capital should start flowing back into 
the United States the dollar might 
start rising again in terms of francs 
and pounds despite continuance of the 
RFC’s operations in artificially rais- 
ing the price of gold.

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Report Probe 
ot Gold Price 
Leak Blacked 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.-—-Reti- 
cence of Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. con- 
cerning the methods used in setting 
the government’s daily price on gold 
Was reported today to have blocked a 
secret service investigation into al- 
leged “leaks”’ concerning the gold 
price. 


Renewed complaints that the Amer- 
ican government’s gold price, used as 
an index for fluctuations of the dollar 
abroad and at home, were reaching 
London before its announcement at 
the treasury department here were 
laid before Herbert EB. Gaston, assist- 
ant to Secretary Morgenthau, today. 
Foreign brokers, it was said, have 
made killings on the dollar as a fre- 
sult of leaks. 


Despite the report that the secret 
service investigation, which has been 
under way for some days, has been 
kept in the dark on matters of pro 
cedure by Secretary Morgenthau him- 
self, Mr. Gaston insisted today that 
the investigation was still going for- 
ward. 


Secret Service Is Silent. 


At the office of the secret service, 
which was recently transferred direct- 
ly under Secretary Morgenthau’s su- 
pervision, no one would admit even 
that an investigation was under way 
or had been surgested. 

Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the Re- 
construction Finance corporation, who 
with Secretary Morgenthau makes up 
the two man board President Roose- 
velt set up to control the gold price, 
today declared that the advance infor- 
mation in London was the work of 
“mind readers.”’ 

Previously hidden facts about the 
machanism for setting the hiterto un- 
explained gold price came to light as 
the investigation moved forward. 
Ostensibly the gold price is set by 
Secretary Morgenthau and Mr. Jones 
in daily conference. Actually, it was 
learned, the two men settle the quota- 
tion at which RFC will buy domestic 
newly-mined gold in an early morning 
telephone chat. The telephoning is 
one of the possible sources of leaks 
now being investigated. 


Experts Determine Price. 


Behind Secretary Morgenthau and 
Mr. Jones, however, there is a re- 
search staff of experts, it was learned 
for the first time today, who do the 
real work of determining what Amer- 
ica should do with her gold price and 
dollar each morning. Who comprises 
this staff and where its offices are, no 
one would say, Mr. Gaston would only 
reveal that the research staff “ knew 
nothing ”’ of the leaks. 

The treasury’s own research division 
denied having anything to do with 
the gold price fixing. One report was 
that Prof. George F. Warren of Cor- 
nell university, father of the gold plan, 
wires the price to the treasury from 
Ithaca, N. Y., every morning, 

As the result of a meeting of all 
officials and employés entrusted with 
the setting of the gold pricé there will 
be a general tightening up of the gov- 
ernment’s gold machinery. Instead 
of fixing the price by telephone, as is 
now the case, it was likely that ad- 
ministration officials would in the fu- 
ture fix their price in a locked room.

With the monetary policy of the ad- 
ministration an incalculable factor, 
the investment services are doing 
some pardonable straddling in advis- 
ing their customers. Carrying water 
on both shoulders may be all right for 
the services, but pity the poor inves- 
tor.

U.S.Referee Reports 
Concern Insolvent. 


It cost the Trustees System Service 
corporation $68 for each $100 par 
share of preferred stock and each $100 
“gold note” which it sold to the in- 
vesting public, according to the report 
filed yesterday in the United States 
District court by Garfield Charles, fed- 
eral referee in bankruptcy. — 

The report of Referee Charles, based 
on hearings held over several months, 
declares the concern to be insolvent, 
and recommends to Federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson that its affairs 
be adjudicated in bankruptcy. Assets 
of the concern are $2,563,906 short of 
meeting outstanding Mabilities. 

Last week Referee Charles filed a 
report recommending bankruptcy for 


the company’s subsidiary, the Trus- 
tees System Discount company. 


Sold Nearly 19 Millions. 


The company sold nearly $19,000,000 
of stock and notes to investors scat- 
tered throughout the score of states 
in which it operated through multi- 
farious subsidiaries and affiliates. 
The cost of selling the securities, as 
brought out in the report, was repre- 
sented by commissions, administrative 
expense and other expenditures in 
connection with the distribution. 

Referee Charles said that the com- 
pany in making applications to sell 
stock in various states did not dis- 
close the cost of the sale. 

A total of $18,853,969 of stock and 
notes was sold to the public, of which 
$11,827,628 was represented by pre- 
ferred stock and $7,026,845 by “ gold 
notes.” The cost of the distribution 
of this $18,827,623 of securities was 
$11,914,949, or 62.02 per cent. 


Bad Debts Not Charged Off. 


Like its subsidiary, Trustee System 
Discount, the company followed the 
convenient practice of never charging 
off a bad debt, Referee Charles found. 
The company and its subsidiaries spe- 
cialized in small industrial and wage 
loans, the maximum on the latter type 
being around $3200. 

The company ordinarily charged a 
borrower an initial commission of 10

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Although about equal in number, 
the private plants sold 2,873 kflowatt 
hours a year per customer, against

plants. This was due principally to 
far greater farm service, industrial, 
electrified steam railway sales by the| 
private companies, while the mfanici-| 
pal plants sold more electricity for 
street lighting and a larger annual 
average amount to domestic con- 
sumers. 


Average annual consumption by do- 
mestic consumers of municipal plants 
in 1932 was 708 units, compared with 
600 units sold to each domestic cus- 
tomer by the private companies. 


It is principally due to the differ- 
ences of load that the average price 
received per unit by private compa- 
nies is 18 per cent below that ob- 
tained by the municipalities. While 
municipal plants sold current for 
street lighting well under the rate 
charged by private utilities, the latter 
charged much less to farm users and 
the various railway consumers than 
did the publicly owned plants. 


Taxation Is Large Factor. 


With respect to domestic service, 
which is the backbone of the utility 
business private companies charged 
an average of 5.6 cents per unit in 
1932, compared with 4.7 cents received 
from this class of service by municipal 
plants. In this connection vast differ- 
ences in taxation affecting the private 
and public companies should be noted, 
This disparity was extended in 1933 
by imposition of a 8 per cent.tax on 
gross sales to domestic consumer, 
which municipal plants do not pay, 
by adherence to NRA, not required of 
public systems, and by higher state 
and local taxes for private concerns. 

Compared with 1927, when private 
plants charged an average of 6.9 cents 
per unit to domestic users as against| 4 
5.6 cents then received by municipal 
plants, the private concerns are shown 
to have reduced their rates 19 per 
cent against a reduction of 14.5 per 
cent by public plants.

Experiences of 
bankers with government deposits 
have not been happy in the recent

quently withdrawn on short notice 
and in some instances these with- 
drawals have precipitated failures. 


Assets Pledged Against Deposits. 


Bankers have also drawn criticism 
on the grounds that the listing of gov- 
ernmenta] deposits, which in many 
cases are secured by pledged assets, 
has deceived the public. Depositors 
in many banks that have closed have 
been rudely awakened to the fact that 
many of the banks’ assets have been 
hypothecated to obtain the deposits 
of political agencies, 

This practice swelled the deposit 
figures of the banks but certainly af- 
forded no safety for the general de- 
posits, Although individual depositors 
were subject to panicky fears, it was 
frequently the government agency 
which ran when it sensed trouble for 
the bank. 

Probably the most conspicuous ex- 
ample of how government deposits 
may prove embarrassing to bankers 
was the case of the Foreman banks. 
The banks had always carried large 
balances of various political subdi- 
visions. When these were suddenly 
withdrawn a crisis was precipitated 
that necessitated the taking over of 
the banks by another institution. 


Must Report Deposits Separately. 


The national banking authorities 
have taken cognizance of the abnor- 
mal character of the public deposits. 
At the last bank call the controller 
of currency required al] nationa!] 
banks to report separately on govern- 
ment deposits. This prevented banks 
from showing a temporary deposit 
lumped with other deposits. There 
have been indications that the state 
banking authorities will follow the ex- 
ample of the controller. It is learned 
that State Auditor Edward J. Bar- 
rett is considering the issuance of a 
Similar order for state banks. 

It is doubtful if banks will ever 
covet government deposits in the same 
manner that they did a few years ago. 
The public is suspicious, and too often 
the placing is of these deposits is asso- 
clated with political pull, Anyhow, it 
is easy for bankers to turn up their 
noses at government deposits now 
when they are having a hard time in- 
vesting the funds they already have. 


HUMBLE OIL CO. 
TO MAKE 3 FOR I 
STOCK SPLITUP 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 

New York, Dec. 9.—Directors of the 
Humble Oil and Refining company 
have approved a splitup of the com- 
pany’s shares on a basis of three for 
one. A special meeting of stockhold- 
ers has been called for Dec. 19 to ap- 
prove changing the par value of the 
company’s stock from $25 to no par 
and to increase the authorized shares 
from 3,000,000 to 9,000,000. 

The change in the capital setup of 
Humble, it is understood, contem- 
plates transferring the large part of 
its surplus to capital account. At the 
close of last year the company’s sur- 
Plus was in excess of $107,000,000. 

The Humble company is controlled 
by the Standard Oi] Company of New 
Jersey, through the ownership of ap- 
proximately 72 per cent of the com- 
pany’s outstanding stock.

SEEK TO OUST 
N. Y. INSURANCE 
HEAD AS TRUSTEE 


New York, Dec. 9.—()—George S. 
Van Schaick, state superintendent of 
insurance, was charged by Attorney 
Max D. Steuer today with faflure’ to 
prevent criminal mismanagement of 
14 guaranteed mortgage companies 
which resulted in their being taken 
over by the state. 

Steuer asked Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Frankenthaler to remove Van 
Schaick from the trusteeship of funds 
and property guaranteeing payment 
of mortgage certificates issued by the 
companies. The justice reserved de- 
cision. 

“I do not believe we have éver 
had a superintendent of insurance,” 
sald Steuer, “who even knew what a 
policy was when he took office.” 

Steuer declared more than 600,000 
persons had invested upward of $2,- 
000,000,000 in the certificates issued by 
the 14 companies. He charged the 
sellers falsely represented these cer- 
tificates to be “ perfectly sound.” 

Counsel for Schaick declared the 
superintendent had reported promptly 
the conditions he found to Gov. Leh- 
man, had turned over his evidence to 
the prosecuting authorities and had 
conducted the companies’ reorganiza- 
tion in an “honest, efficient and un- 
impeachable” manner. 


OIL PRICE FIXING 
HEARING PUT OFF, 
DUE TONEW PLANS 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—[U.P.]— 
Secretary of Interior Ickes today an- 
nounced postponement of scheduled 
hearings on a minimum price schedule 
for the petroleum industry. He de- 
cided to hold the hearings in abey- 
ance pending decision on two proposed 
agreements submitted to him by a 
joint committee for the industry made 
up of spokesmen for opponents and 
proponents of price control. 

“ Because of the importance of these 
agreements to the future welfare of 
the petroleum industry,” he said, “it 
is imperative that a decision be made 
as quickly as possible.”’ 

However, the secretary added, it 
“is more important that the final de- 
termination adequately safeguard the 
interests of the consumer as well as 
the various groups within the in- 
dustry.”’ 

The latest plan to be submitted 
calls for the establishment of a 
$10,000,000 pool by the oil companies 
to hold distress supplies off the mar- 
ket throughout the winter.

Actual wage payments in fabricating 
and assembling the equipment will be 
about $8,375,000. 


Largest Part for Labor. 


About $12,645,500 out of the $18, 
065,000 allotted to the Chesapeake and 
Ohio will be paid out for labor, and 
about $5,419,500 will be spent for ma- 
terials. Expenditures for labor will 
take about $3,520,000 of the $5,028,500 
loan to the Nickel Plate, and the bal. 
ance will be spent for materials. The 
$1,250,000 loan to the Northern Pa- 
cific is estimated to provide approx. 
imately 300,000 man-hours of direct 
employment in locomotive manufactur. 
ing plants. 

The Northern Pacific has received 
bids on the equipment that it will buy. 
The Erie and Nickel Plate already 
have requested competitive bids on 
the equipment they intend to buy, and 
the C. & O. will ask for bids on its 
equipment as soon as it is possible to 
do so. 

All of the loans allotted today. will 
be secured by equipment trust notes 
bearing four per cent interest and ma- 
turing in 15 years, with semi-annual 
amortization. No interest will be 
charged the first year. 


CURTISS-WRIGHT 
PLANS AIRPLANE 
PLANT IN CHINA 


Buffalo, N. Y., Dee. 9.—(4)}—Theo- 
dore P. Wright, vice president and 
general manager of the Curtiss Aero- 
plane and Motor company, Buffalo, 
announced today that Curtiss-Wright 
corporation is planning to build a 
$5,000,000 airplane plant in China. 

Wright said plans for the project 
were made about a year ago following 
the sale of several planes to the 
Chinese government by the export dl- 
vision of Curtiss-Wright, which is 
the parent corporation of Curtiss 
Aeroplane and Motor and several 
other companies. The Chinese gov- 
ernment is said to have been so well 
pleased with these planes that it 
agreed to assist in the financing of a 
manufacturing plant in the orient and 
in the disposal of the output. 

During the early stages of the 
plant’s operation parts and material 
will be shipped from the United 
States, Wright said, but later only 
motors will be imported. The motors 
will be made in Paterson, N. J.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 9-()— 
The Chamber of Commerce of the 
Tinited States today informed its 
members that a “ growing confidence, 
inspired by favorable signs of busi- 
ness recovery, characterizes the ot- 
ficial attitude in Washington.” | 

In its regular “fortnightly sum-) 
mary” of business affairs, the cham- 
ber said this increased confidence was | 
“based on reports to the administra. | 
tion of trade revival in various coun- | 
triés, increasing stimulus of various 
recovery measures, the effects of which | 
are declared to be more apparent, anc 
the appreciable increase im farm buy- 
ing power. 

“"The congressional eutiook, for the 
same reason, appears lees disturbing. 
Improvement in the southern and 
western agricultural sections has ap- 
parently tempered somewhat the de- 
mands for radical new legislation, in- 
cluding currency inflation.”

Wheat prices jumped 2% to 2% 
cents yesterday when traders who had 
sold earlier found offerings limited 
when they sought to cover. The 


wheat trade was also influenced con- 


_ siderably by underlying, strength in 
the corn market. Sentiment in all 
grains was improved and oats, barley, 
and rye shared in the rise. 

Bullishness was more pronounced in 
corn yesterday and the general com- 
mission house trade was the broadest 
in several weeks. May advanced 1% 
cents from Friday's close to 54% cents, 
the highest since Nov. 21. December 
closed at 48% cents. 

Oats gained &% to 1% cents on fairly 
general buying. Rye was ¥% to 1% 
cents higher and barley rose 1% to 2 
cents. 

Cause of Improvement. 

A stronger undertone in all grain 
markets was noted by trade leaders 
yesterday and it was said that a great 
many traders evened up on their com- 
mitments, expecting something “ strik- 
ingly bullish” might come from Wash- 
ington by tomorrow morning. Another 
factor was the belief that the market 
was unlikely to face selling pressure 
of importance unless prices advanced 
sharply. 

However, the short interest is said 
to be materially reduced, which re- 
moves a considerable amount of buy- 
ing power, and there is said to be a 
close adjustment of demand to offer- 
ings in both cash grains and futures. 
‘Tomorrow's statistics on grains are 
expected to be more bullish than for 
some time. 

The farm movement to accept gov- 
ernment loans of 45 cents a bushel on 
cribbed corn was regarded as a big 
factor in increasing bullish sentiment 
in this grain, and the terms of che 
federal corn-hog production. control 
program were accepted as favorable 
to the up side. 

Study Corn-Hog Plan. 

Grain traders who analyzed the 
eorn-hog production control contracts 
were inclined to the belief that the 
program might have a direct bearing 
on the wheat acreage, in view of the 


fact that a signer of the contract is | 


bound not to increase his production 
of any other basic crop.

“Comfort is the new theme of sales 
appeals,” said Harlow H. Curtice, 
president of Buick, at a demonstra- 
tion of his 1934 models at Flint yester- 
day. “A couple of years ago, the 
manufacturers emphasized maximum 
speeds; now all cars have more speed 
than the streets or highways will 
accommodate. In another year, stress 
was laid on quiet and easy gear 
shifting; now all cars have improved 
transmissions. 

Improvement in Roadability. 

“In the 1934 models, the outstand- 
ing development is a decided improve- 
ment in the roadability of the cars. 
The efficiency of automobile usage has 
been enhanced, whether that usage is 
in business or for recreation.” 
W. F. Hufstader, vice president and 
general sales manager for Buick, 
pointed out that many salesman on 
the road today are performing their 
companies’ business handicapped by 
nervous and physical fatigue from 
hours behind the wheel. 

“TI cite this commercial use of auto- 
mobiles,”’ said Mr. Hufstader, “ be- 
cause here riding discomfort can be 
caleulated as a dollars and cents loss. 
The loss is just as-actual, however, 
in recreation driving when a trip ends 
with a sore neck and stiff legs.” 


Front Axle Displaced. 

F. A. Bower, chief engineer for 
Buick, explained the mechanics of this 
advance in comfort. Part of the im- 
provement has been obtained by in- 
dividual spring suspension of the front 
wheels, displacing the conventional 
front axle. Other devices are also 
used, but these will not be made public 
until the 1934 models are formally 
announced on Dec. 20. 
In the “knee action” each front 
wheel is carried on an individual fric- 
tionless coil spring. The leaf springs 
as well as the conventional axle are 
missing. Cross members hold the 
wheel securely but not rigidly. 
In the Hudson “ axlefiex,” individ- 
val wheel suspension is obtained by a 
split front axle forming a flexible 
parallelogram, permitting one wheel 
to rise or fall without disturbing the 
other. 

Details of Chryslers’ “ airflow ride” 
have not been made public.

ONE-EYED AUTOS. 
Chicago, Dec. 2.—TI believe that one of 
the worst hazards of driving in the fall 
and winter with vision partly obscured 
by rain or snow on the windshield is the 
fellow who has only one headlight or no 
tail light. Inasmuch as the cost of 
most bulbs is less than 50 cents, there is 
no excuse for a motorist driving a car 
with improper lighting equipment be- 
cause he can’t afford to have it fixed. 
I have never seen a “one-eyed” car 
stopped by a policeman, although, in my 
estimation, such a car presents a greater 
menace to traffic than one which is ex- 
ceeding the speed limit or even equipped 
with poor brakes, ‘Therefore, I have a 
plan to suggest which I believe is work- 
able. 


An officer upon seeing a car cnulinin’ 
with improper lights should give the 
driver a special ficket which would re- 
quire that the driver have his lights 
fixed within 24 hours, and that the ticket 
be notarized to that effect and mailed 
to the traffic summons bureau, or what- 
ever department would handle the mat- 
ter. The envelope should bear a post- 
mark within 24 hours of the time that 
the ticket was issued.

There is found to exist today a defi- 
nite need for two types of technical 


development. The first is for highly 
educated engineers who will supply 
creative ideas and supervise: the work 
of the trained technician. This man 
should be the product of a well organ- 
ized college of applied science and en- 
gineering. 

The second need is for a man who 
has had the most complete manual 
training in the handling of technical 
materials. He should be the prod- 
uct of a technica! institute and is re- 
ferred to as a technician. The ratio 
of supply of these two types to Amer- 
ican industry should, to conform with 
the result of recent exhaustive 
studies, be 1 to 3, or three technicians 
for each engineer. 

Produces Technicians. 


The relation of the technician to 
the engineer is analogous to that of 
the trained nurse to the doctor, and 
the institution at Lockport takes a 
farsighted view in producing a defi- 
nite type, the best possible techni- 
cian, which, as the Society for the 
Promotion of Engineering Education 
has repeatedly stated, is one of the 
greatest needs in industry today. 

The directive force of the commit- 
tee in charge is Frank J. Lewis, a 
water power plant engineer, who has 
donated this unit in memory of his 
s0n who was killed in an air crash. 
Its prevailing thought has been that 
in many trades the old order was 
changing and the best possibilities for 
thoroughly trained technicians lay in 
the direction of radio, television, avia- 
tion and modern methods of trans- 
portation involved in the use of the 
Diese] engine.

An Isle of Volcanic 
Dust and Mosaics. 


Sicily, Italy’s most exotic province, 
a strange isle of volcanic dust, gives 
us Palermo, an ancient, handsome 
aristocracy in its splendid oriental pal- 
aces, and churches wherein are to be 
found gold mosaics, the most primitive 
known. Also Taormina, on the slopes 
of volcanic Aetna, and Syracuse, 
cities where lovers of beauty gather 
and dream above the incomparable 
Straits of Messina, which they domi- 
nate. 

What strange craft have navigated 
these waters, what remote peoples— 
Pheenicians, Egyptians, Etruscans, 
Greeks, Romans! 

Saints Peter and Pau! rounded this 
toe of Italy to land farther north, 
and Cleopatra in a golden galley with 
black slaves at the oars. 

Two days of sapphire sea and, win- 
ter or summer, spring or fall, it mat- 
ters not on the Mediterranean, one 
comes to Alexandria, named for Alex- 
ander the Great. Gateway to mystic 
Egypt, to Cairo, to. the Nile, the pyra- 
mids, and the whole great mysterious 
land of the Pharoahs. 


A Moonlight Visit 
to Tombs and Temples. 


In a remarkable state of preserva- 
tion are these remains of ancient civi- 
lizations.

Next we meet famous islands of 
the Mediterranean, now the Mecca of 
every tourist heart, Cyprus, resort of 
the Crusaders, and later on Rhodes, 
or Isle of Roses; Malta, port of the 
British fleet, and Crete. Lazarus is 
buried on the Island of Cyprus. And 
there are marvelous churches here. 

The most in vogue of all is Rhodes, 
an enchanting place, where roses flow- 
er all the year—the most delightful 
place of the whole Aegean group.

Guadalajara is the second largest 
and, perhaps, the most beautiful city 
in Mexico.

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WESTERN ROADS 


ADOPT, RATE OF 
2 CENTS A MILE 


ITH a complete new scale of 
fares——the lowest since the 
war—railroads in the western 
part of the United States are 

making a strong bid for the patronage 
of the traveling public. The new fares 
reduce travel costs from 17 to 44 per 
cent and are important because they 
represent a genera) reduction applic- 
able at all times between all points 
on all railroads. They went into effect 
Dec, 1. 

Since the war, American railroads 
have been operating upon a basic fare 
of 3.6 cents a mile. Under the new 
plan, the mileage rate is scaled down 
to 2 cents a mile for travel in day 
coaches, and 8 cents a mile in sleep- 
‘ing and parlor cars. Short limit round 
trip tickets, good in all classes of 
equipment, will be 2 cents a mile, 
with a 2% cents rate for long limit 
round trip tickets. Passengers in 
sleeping and parlor cars will also bene- 
fit by a reduction of one-third in the 
cost of the space occupied through the 
elimination of the surcharge formerly 
in effect. Sale of scrip tickets will be 
continued at the present rate of 2.7 
cents a mile. 

Ratlroad officials estimate that the 
reduced fares will save travelers 
many millions of dollars a year. Fur- 
thermore, it will not be necessary to 
pian trips at special times in order 
to take advantage of the low rates. 
The business man, the vacationist and 
the casual tourist will benefit equally, 
as the new fares apply at all times 
over all railroads serving the terrl- 
tory west and north of Chicago, St. 
Louis and the Mississippi river, 
through to the Pacific coast, including 
also all points on certain railroads in 
lilinois, Mississippi and the western 
parts of Tennessee, Kentucky, Ala- 
bama, and Florida.

Processing Tax Is Heavy 
Burden, Traders Say. 


Despite reports of growing employ- 
ment and favorable business surveys 
the hog market, usually regarded as 
a fair index of business, has declined 
steadily to the lowest price levels since 
early in the year. 


to 10 cents lower basis, the top and 
average at $3.50 and $3.35 equaling 
the lowest spots in the market since 
Feb. 25. Prises were $1.65 to $3.05 
under the high point of the summer. 
The hog price has lost its value as 
a barometer of trade conditions be- 
cause of the heavy processing tax 
levied by the government, according to 
members of the live stock trade. 


Tax Keeps Level Lower. 


Without the pressure of this tax 
traders contend that hogs would quick- 
ly attain a higher price level in keep- 
ing with the generally improved con- 
ditions. Packing houses admit that 
conditions are more promising in the 
wholesale pork trade than at this time 
last year; better, some point out, Yhan 
the price paid back to the farmer 
indicates. 

At the market price for hogs, now 
eround $3.35 average, the hogs cost 
the packers $4.40, including the proces- 
sing tax. A year ago yesterday pack- 
ers paid an average of only $3.10 for 
hogs at Chicago. 

Fresh pork loins advanced to 7% to 
10 cents at the close of the week com- 
pared with 6 to 8 cents a year ago, 
but they still are much lower than 
seven weeks ago when the range 
soared to 10 to 16 cents for a short 
time. 

Federal Buying Is Feature. 


Government buying of hogs was a 
feature of the live stock trade the 
last week. While, from all indications, 
the buying from this source was done 
on a small scale, the total not excced- 
ing 6,000 for the whole week, the fact 
that government buyérs were on the 


market proved incentive enough to/|, 


bring most of the smaller local pack- 
ing houses into the market in midweek 
and the decline for a day or two was 
checked. 

Statisticians estimate that the gov- 
ernment has yet to buy about 2265,000.- 
000 pounds of pork to complete the 
$00,000,000 pound purchase for relief 
purposes. 

The November slaughter under fed- 
eral inspection was the largest for 
that month since 1924, at 4,501,047 
head. It is exceeded by only two 
Novembers on record. The eleven 
months’ total at 42,695,854 {is within 
4,000,000 of the record. 

There was a marked pickup in the 
demand for light steers and yearlings, 
top sales for stock weighing less than 
1,000 pounds soaring to $6.75 in mid: 
week, with “show” culls at $6.85. 
These kinds registered 25 to 40 cents 
advance. Some traders expect «a 
$7 top next weck. 


Heavy Cattle Drag. 


At the same time the oversupply of 
extremely heavy steers continued to 
drag at gradually declining prices, 
some of the biggest weights finishing 
25 cents lower for the week. There 
was a spread of 75 cents to $1.50 in 
cattle of similar quality showing a dift- 
ference of 300 to 500 pounds in 
weight. Top yearlings at $6.75 aver- 
aged 858 potinds. The highest paid 
for cattle weighing over 1,500 pounds 
was $5.25. 

Price gains in top kinds more than 
offset the losses in big wéights. The 
average price for the week at $5.33 
compared with $5.20 the preceding 
week. 

The average price of lambs reached 
$7 last week, the first time it has been 
that high since middle of Atgust, 
Packers aré finding conditions in the 
wholesale lamb trade better than in 
the winters of 1932 and 1931. The 
average price of lambs a year ago 
was only $5.60 and two years ago the 
price was $5.55, yet there was a slower 
clearance for dressed carcasses at this 
lower live cost than now.

From then until about the first 
of November, when the entire new 
store is scheduled to be finished, the 
present store temporarily will be out 
of business. 
Eventually Eight Stories. 

The new store; which will front 266 
feet on Halsted 
694 street to Englewood avenue, and 
which will have 124 feet of frontage 
on 63d, extending from Halsted cast 
to the alley, will have a fifty foot 
tower at the corner of 63d and Hal- 
sted. 

In addition the building will have 
foundations capable of carrying three 
more floors, so eventually the big de- 
partment store will comprise eight 
stories and basement, according to L. 
B. De Witt, in charge of Sears’ con- 
struction department. 

The announcement of the new store, 
made last night by Gen. Robert E. 
Wood, president of Sears, Roebuck & 
Co., followed the signing of an agree- 
ment completing arrangements by 
which a big food store, bakery, and 
restaurant will be established by the 
Hillman company in the basement. 


Confident of Future. 


“Our confidence that the improve: 
ment in business conditions will con- 
tinue was the major factor in our de- 
cision to make this investment,” said 
Gen. Wood. “If the business of Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. is a reliable index the 
upturn definitely is arriving. We ven- 
ture to believe that the nation’s prog- 
ress made thus far will be consoll- 
dated and advanced during the next 
year. 
‘In addition to this we regard the 
south side of Chicago one of the finest 
business areas not only in this city 
but in the entire country, and have 
every reason to believe that the ac- 
ceptance gained by Sears, Roebuck &| 
Co. there will be greatly extended by 
the creation of this modern retail 
unit.” 

The new Sears retail unit will carry 
complete department store lines, and 
in addition the hardware, automobile 
tires, and accessories and electrical 
equipment lines featured by Sears 
which 40 not appear in most depart- 
ment stores. The stock, Geh. Wood 
stated, will comprise approximately 
48,000 different items of merchandise. 


Will Have Escalators. 


The first, second, third, and fourth 
floors will be used as regular sales 
floors for the department store. The 
Hillman food store in the basement will 
resemble the food store operated by 
the Hillman company in the basement 
of Sears’ State street store. 

Escalators with a capacity of 4,000 
passengers an hour will connect the 
basement, the first, second, third, and 
fourth floors. The fifth floor will be 
used for store offices and stockrooms, 
The bakery for the Hillman unit also 
will occupy part of the fifth floor. 


Of Modern Design. 


The new store will be built of In- 
diana limestone, with black granite 
trim. The architectural treatment both 
inside and out will be essentially mod- 
ern. According to Gen. Wood work 
has been progressing for some time 
on plans which when executed will 
make the new unit the showplace of 
the entite Sears-Roebuck retail sys- 
tem. 

The building was designed by Nim- 
mons, Carr & Wright, who have been 
architects for Sears, Roébuck & Co. in 
the erection of many retail stores, as 
well as the company’s mail order 
plants. Martin Schwab, for twenty 
years consulting engineer for Sears, 
will be in charge of the mechanical 
engineering. 

Becker-Ryan & Co. were bought by 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. in September, 
1929. The capital stock of the firm, 
which had been in operation since 
1906, was acquired at that time by 
Sears from a syndicate which had 
operated the store for four years.

You don’t say what the sums in- 
volved in your casé are. For the 
sake of example, let us suppose that 
a man has a mortgage of $5,000 on 
his home, whose present appraised 
value is $8,000. The corporation de- 
cides to aid him by exchanging for 
the mortgage some bonds amounting 
to 80 per cent of the valuation, or $4,- 
800. The discount on the bonds is 
roughly 17 per cent. If the mortgagor 
promised to make up the difference 
he would owe the mortgagee $816 in 
cash on this alone. At the same time 
he would owe the corporation the full

Although 
adhesive stamps aré an obligation of 
the government, they are simply an 
evidence that money has been paid 
for the privilege of sending mail mat- 
ter through the postal channels and 
are not redeemed or exchanged, nor 
are they accepted by the postoffice 
department for other purposes than 
the prepayment of postage, registra- 
tion, special delivery, etc. They are 
not accepted in payment for postage 
due on short paid matter, nor in pay- 
ment of postage on special] return 
envelopes in which the recipient pays 
the postage.

If so, a little investigation 
of the subject, a brief watching of 
how they work their wonders to per- 
form, may surprise us. 

Again we may not all be able to af- 
ford a mechanical dishwasher right 
now. If this is the case there are 
other smaller methods we can adopt 
to speed up the task, to eliminate 
much of the repeated handling of 
dishes and the continued keeping of 
our hands in hot and soapy dishwater. 


Water Spray Washers May

Where we haven't an electric dish- 
washer, for instance, and may not see 
our way toward getting one, there are 
water spray dishwashers—small fau- 
cet operated machines which deliver a 
stream of hot sudsy water.

Then once a day at 
any convenient time the machine can 
be turned on to wash the dishes 
quickly and in a sanitary way. Hot, 
soapy water will swirl around them 
without disturbing or chipping or 
breaking them. Clear hot water will 
rinse them and as for the drying— 
they will dry themselves. All that has 
to be done when the machine has fin- 
ished its work is to take them out and 
put them away. 


Husbands, Too, 


Will Benefit. 


Besides doing a good piece of work 
in less time than it could otherwise be 
done, a dishwasher avoids much chip- 
ping and even breaking of our cher- 
ished possessions, simplifies entertain- 
ing—and often relieves many a htis- 
band of an irksome job. 

In choosing an electric dishwasher 
several factors should be kept in mind. 

First, the machine shotild be pur- 
chased from a reliable firm or manu- 
facturer who will ‘stand back of the 
guarantee of its efficiency. This pre- 
caution is not confined, it may be said, 
to dishwashers alone, but applies to 
the selection of any piece of mechan- 
ical equipment. * 

Another point to keep in mind is 
the capacity of the dishwasher. It 
should be large- enough to allow the 
worker to wash dishes for her family 
only once @ day. 


Pointers for the Purchaser 


of Electric Washers. 

The machine should be studied with 
a view to seeing how easily it loads, 
how simply it admits water, and how 
automatically it measures and dis- 
charges the water. 

Consider also its compactness, the 
protection its dishracks afford our 
dishes, and the general ease and qulet 
of its operation.

2,488 Permits Granted. 

Board of education figures for 1931- 
1932 show that the total of children 
cleared through the central casting 
offices total 2,488 permits to work.

EAR MRS. BARGELT: What 
should be done to make an en- 
closed back porch comfortable 
for winter use? We have been 
enjoying it all summer, but it-cer- 
tainly won't be warm enough for win- 
ter.

Answer: Weatherstrip windows and 
insulate walls and floor and ceiling. 
You can employ a standard form of 
insulation board, which will shut out 
the cold and provide an attractive 
interior finish as well. Consult your 
heating contractor in regard to extend- 
ing some heat from your main heating 
plant—that is, if the boiler or furnace 
is large enough to accommodate the 
extra room.

Dear Mrs. Bargelt: Our plastered 
ceilings on the second floor of our 
house are showing leak marks. Do 
you suppose the roof is leaking? It is 
a shingle room which has been on our 
house a good many years. What can 
we do to it? Are there ways of laying 
a new roof over the old one, or should 
the old one be torn off? J. K. L. 
Answer—Better find out what state 
your roof is in as soon as possible. 
Leaks in it are probably causing the 
marks on your ceiling. It may be 
possible to repair it and restain or 
apply a liquid preservative to it to 
lengthen its life. If it is in bad con- 
dition, however, there are a number 
of types of roofing which can be ap- 
plied directly over the old covering 
without exposing your house and your 
family to the hazards of fall weather.

Dear Mrs. Bargelt: Can we convert 
an old hot air heating plant into a 
forced air circulating system with au- 
tomatic humidifier? We have to do 
something to give it more pepe and 
may have to buy a new furnace before 
we are through with it.

Answer—If you have an old style 
gravity heating plant with ducts and 
registers for different rooms you can 
install a specially manufactured elec- 
tric fan to increase its efficiency.

B cago will have the opportunity 
to see three unusual theatrical 


Productions in Eva Le Gallienne’s 
presentations of her own dramatiza- 
tion of Lewis Carroll’s “ Alice in Won- 
derland,” Shakespeare’s “‘ Romeo and 
Juliet,” and Ibsen’s “ Hedda Gabler.” 
The repertory schedule at the Grand 
Opera house opens with “ Alice in 
Wonderland.” This play will be given 
at all performances except Tuesday 
and Wednesday nights, which are as- 
signed to “Romeo and Juliet,” while 
Saturday nights are allotted to 
“ Hedda Gabler.” Three matinées will 
be given weekly, Thursday, Friday, 
and Saturday.

Josephine Hutchinson has the cen- 
tral role in “Alice in Wonderland.”

In her staging of “ Romeo and Ju- 
liet * Miss Le GaHtlienne has dared to 
rearrange the, content of Shake- 
speare’s tragic love story. What the 
scholars describe as the “ preliminary 
situation "—in the bitter animosity be- 
tween the warring houses of Monta- 
gue and Capulet—is stressed at the 
beginning of the play by a virulent 
bit of duelling and street brawling. It 
is, of course, the expectation that here 
Mercutio will receive the thrust that 
is “neither so deep as a well, nor so 
wide as a church door,” but such is 
not the case. Le Gallienne builds to 
this pivotal episode, which comes 
slong considerably later in the action. 

In the final scene in the mausoleum 
ot the Capulets another new effect is 
achieved by outlining the skeleton of 
the crypt and leaving it without walls 
so that the audience may view every- 
thing that happens within—a privilege 
not accorded to those in the play ex-

Bartered Bride'' as Seen by Theater Critic | 


By Charles Collins. 


NSPECTION of last week's staging 
| of Smetana’s “ Bartered Bride” in 

the Garrick theater by the new- 
born and short-lived American Oper- 
etta company has convinced me that 
the operatic stage in Chicago possesses 
more vitality, at present, than the dra- 
matic. This production contains a 
lesson for the depressed theatrical men 
of this city which I shall proceed to 
interpret. These performances ended 
last night, but that fact does not inval- 
idate my point. 

“The Bartered Bride” is opera out 
of the “grand” repertory, although 
its subject is essentially light-hearted, 
and it has been a popular bill of both 
the Civic and the Ravinia companies. 
Its revival in English on Randolph 
street is, therefore, an affair of chief 
concern to Mr. Moore, the music critic, 
who has already recorded his complete 
approval of the performance. Its pri- 
mary appeal is to the music lover's 
ear rather than to the playgoer’s taste 
for comic acting. 

Nevertheless this production is “ the- 
ater”; it is an activity of the lyric 
stage, where the dramatic as well as 
the music critic is privileged to have 
his say. As such it interests me, at 
the moment, tremendously. The mu- 
sical values of “ The Bartered Bride” 
are, indeed, an old story; but the vital- 
ity of this production contains an ele- 
ment of novelty. 


Chicago Rolls 
Its Own Operas. 


I find in this blithe and expert 
staging of a famillar opera, which has 
appeared on the Chicago scene with- 
out the usual beating of social tom- 
toms, evidence of vreative energy in 
the town’s theatrical life. In the lyric 
field, it is apparent, we are capable of 
admirable self-expression, although in 
the other forms of stage technique, 
curiously called “ legitimate,” we are 
a backward community—merely a mul- 
tiplied Gopher Prairie. 

The breakdown of the system that 
formerly brought Chicago a copious 
supply of New York’s most successful 
theatrical entertainments has closed 
most of our playhouses. If they are 
to be reopened, if the stage is to re 
| gain its old place in this city’s amuse- 
ment and cultural life, there must be 
a development of creative energy with- 
in the walls. 

Thus far there has been no promise 
of such a development: We lack the 
necessary population of actors and ex- 
ecutives and impresarios. There have

Baipsdaih Producer. 


Felix Ferry, a Buropean producer,

Memories of 
Futile First-Nights. 

Some of the first-nights in Chicago 
since the collapse of “ the road” have 
been ghastly in their manifestations of 
incompetence. We have seen a play 
that literally fell apart because of 
mishandling of jts seenery. We have 
seen others that sounded as if they 
had been plucked out of a grab-bag 
and staged on a bet. We have seen 
productions that were apparently 
planned in a speakeasy after the fif- 
teenth drink and rehearsed in the 
blind staggers of a collective hangover. 
We have seen backwoods acting, illit- 
erate authorship and jay town man- 
agement. We have had, in the main, 
a terrible and hope killing time. 

Therefore the appearance of this 
staging of “ The Bartered Bride” is a 
matter for rejoicing. It is an able 


demonstration of the theater arta as 
well as an expression of accomplished 
musicianship. 


A Flash of 
Creative Spirit. 

It is delightful as opera; it is also 

effective as a show. Its two stage 
settings are decorative. Its cos 
tuming is picturesque. Ite dances 
are gay and charming. Its tal 
ented young players, apparently all 
members of this community, have the 
voca] gift which is the primary req- 
uisite for a work of this type, and also 
display training in characterization. 
’ In short, here is theatrical skill, na- 
tive born. It comes out of the operatic 
stratum in the city’s life, exhibiting 
excellence in every department, from 
the well-translated libretto to the 
graceful maneuvers of the ballet. It 
is proof that in one branch of the the 
ater at least Chicago can claim pro- 
fessional] standing and manifest a cre- 
ative spirit.

Wlizabeth 
was worried for fear Mary might 
choose a strong man of Scotland and 
gain in popularity. 


Anderson Insists on 
a Heroic Bothwell. 


It is Playwright Anderson's implied 
contention that if Mary had not been 
tricked by Elizabeth's seeming objec- 
tion to Darnley, which Mary inter. 
preted as a sly and unwarranted in- 
terference in her plans, she would 
have married Bothwell, whom she 
loved. And that from this marriage 
a fighting, independent Catholic Scot- 
land might have risen to confound, 
and it may have been later to defeat 
Blizgabeth and the Protestant forces 
of England. 

Here is a Bothwell considerably en- 
nobled by the playwright. He was no 
such fine fellow as this, as others 
have seen and written of him. But 
here he is roughly heroic, ready and

EFORE Remington began to 
paint soldiers the only soldier 
the American people really knew 
was the civil war veteran. 

The young man struck boldly and 
with gusto into a new field. He made 
familiar to 
the public 
“back east”’ 
the special 
type of reg- 
ular army 
soldier 
whose task 
was keeping 
the peace on 
the plains. 

This paci- 
filer was a 
com bi na- 
tion of war- 
rior, scout, 
mounted po- 
liceman, and 
a d ministra- 
tor. He was 
brave, ‘resourceful, rough, and ready. 
He was a member of the last army 
that has gone into battle in continen- 
tal United States and, save for the en- 
counters of our troops with the tribes- 
men of the Philippines, he was the 
last American soldier to fight sav- 
ages. Because his foes were savages 
he developed special methods of war- 
fare. 


" Swift but Sure ™ Was 
His Watchword. 


In movement he was at once swift 
and cautious, for he knew that the 
penalty for want of caution would, as 
in the case of Custer, be utter de- 
struction. 

Remington's heroes faced a foe that 
knew no pity—a fact which the 
painter drove home with tragic power 
in the picture entitled “ Missing.” It 
shows a captured soldier with pin- 
foned arms being led by a rope be- 
tween two hostiles on horseback. The 
rest of the band is following. “It is 
quite obvious,” said the editor of the 
International Studio, “ that the soldier 
had neglected the one great precau- 
tion in a fight against redskins—to 
save the last cartridge for himself 
and blow his brains out rather than 
be captured and. tortured.” 


Mr. Remington’s work was ac- 
claimed not only by the public but 
also by men who knew the west and 
who vividly wrote about it.

" Clean Cut as the Eagle 


On Our Coins.” 


“With his piercing and yet tmag- 
inative eye he has,” said Owen Wister. 
author of “The Virginian,” “taken 
the likeness of the modern American 
soldier and stamped it upon our minds 
with a blow as clean cut as is the im- 
pression of the American eagle upon 
ovr coins in the mint.” 

Thorouchly knowing these men of 
the frontier—both the soldiers and the 
cowhovs—Remington also respected 

“them profoundly. In a mass of news- 

paper clippings from THE TrRIBUNE 
“morgue,” some of them thirty-five 
years old and almost turned to pow- 
der. TI rescue.this one containing the 
painter’s tribute to. not his “ sitters” 
but his hard fighting riders: 

“In my association with these men 
of the frontier I have come greatly to 
respect their moral fiber and their 
_character. Modern civilization, in the 
process of educating men beyond their 
capacity. often succeeds in vulgariz- 
ing them: but these natural men pos- 
sess minds which, though lacking all 
embellishment, are chaste and simple 
and utterly devoid of a certain flip- 
pancy which passes for smartness in 
sitnations where life is not so real. 

“The fact that a man bolts his food 
or uses his table knife as though it 
were a deadly weapon counts very 
little in the game these men play in 
their lonely range life. They are not 
complicated, these children of nature, 
and they never think one thing and 
say snother.” 


"What Anybody Else Can 
Do, | Can Do.” 


The purely military type,. particu- 
larly the officer type, among these 
hard riders, Remington, in 1903, 
‘summed up thus pithily: 

“It never occurs to them that they 
eannot do anything which anybody 
else can. They are punctilious. They 
respect forms and always do the dig- 
nified and proper thing at the particu- 
Jar instant, and never display their 
individuality except on two occasions: 
one is on the field of battle; the other 
io wei.uze breakfast.” 

How sharply Remington observed is 
indicated by a distinction he once 
made between officers and orators. He 
‘had recently been the guest of Gen. 
‘Chaffee. Soon after that visit he had 
heard William Jennings Bryan and 
Bourke Cockran speak. 

“This is it,” he exclaimed—*“ this is 
the difference! Chaffee tells you to do 
a thing like this: he looks out from 
under his eyebrows with his head 
down. But the orator throws his head 
up and looks out from under his eye- 
‘lids. The soldier menaces—the orator 
“hypnotizes.” 

It has been said that one of the 
‘best tests of an artist is whether, 
‘when his name is casually mentioned, 
‘a certain definite series of images 
‘springs spontaneously to the mind’s 
eye, It might be more safely said 
that this is a test not of the artist’s 
art but of his popularity. Certainly 
Remington met that test of popular- 
ity. For a quarter of a century color 
‘prints of his paintings were every- 
‘where, and at every mention of his 
name definite images filled the eye.

'A Great Chronicler 


of the Wild West. 

Worker in black and white, painter, 
sculptor, war correspondent and novel- 
ist, he was not a great artist in the 
large creative way that puts a painter 
among the masters, but he was an 
ifiustrator at once buoyant, forcible 
and faithful, and a great chronicler in 
color, 

“Really a smashing illustrator,” 
said the stern and unbending critic, 
Dr. Harshe, director of the Art in- 
stitute, ‘“‘and he had a big sense of 
drama. In his peril pictures you see 
and feel the impending doom and his 
Indian attacks have a lot of power in 
them. He had, too, an interesting 
sense of gesture and he got far more 
feeling into his work than his con- 
temporary among American illustra- 
tors, Howard Pyle, did. 

“But Remington's sense of color 
and of color relationships was limited, 
and it is by the feeling for color that 
we must rank a painter. It’s a pity 
he didn’t hav the training that would 
have made him a great artist. He 
still has a following, however, and his 
things bring a great deal of money.” 

The value and vividness of Reming- 
ton the chronicler nobody gainsays 
and, turning to a color print of one 
of his uncompromisingly seenf and 
poignantly literal western paintings, 
Dr. Harshe said, “‘ Now here the fidel- 
ity is admirable. Most of our illustra- 
tors would have been interested in 
making this thing a handsome piece of 
decoration more than in making it 
real, as he did.” 

Artist's Own Story of 
How It All Began. 

Frederic Remington's own story of 
how he became the authentic pictorial 
ch:onicler of the vanishing West of 
the eighties and early nineties was 
eloquent of the forthrightness of the 
man. 

“Evening overtook me one night 
in 1880 in Montana,” he wrote, “ and 
I by good luck made the campfire of 
an old wagon freighter who shared his 
bacon and coffee with me. I was 
nineteen years of age and he was a 
very old man, Over the pipes he de- 
veloped that he was born in western 
New York and had gone west at an 
early age, His west was lowa. Thence 
during his long life he had followed 
the receding frontiers, always farther 
and farther west. ‘And now,’ said 
he, ‘there is no more west. In a few 
years the railroad will come along the 
Yellowstone and a poor man can not 
make a living at all,’ 

“There he was, my friend of the. 
open, sleeping in a blanket on the

I knew the railroad was coming—lI 
saw men already swarming into the 
land, I knew the derby hat, the smok- 
ing chimneys, the cord binder, and 
the thirty day note were upon us in 
a resistless surge. I knew the wild 
riders and the vacant land were about 
to vanish forever, and the more I con- 
sidered the subject the bigger the For- 
ever loomed. 

“ Without knowing exactly how to 
do it, I began to try to record some 
facts around me, and the more I 
looked the more the panorama wn- 
folded. Youth is never appalled by 
the insistent demands of a great pro- 
fession, because it is mostly uncon: 
scious oftheir existence. Time wun- 
folds these abruptly enough. Art is a 
she devil of a mistress, and, if at 
times in earlier days she would not 
even stoop to my way of thinking, I 
have persevered and will so continue. 

“ Artists must follow their own in- 
clinations unreservedly. It’s more a 
matter of heart than head, with noth- 
ing perfunctory about it. I saw the 
living, breathing end of three Amert- 
can centuries of smoke and dust and 
sweat, and I now see quite another 
thing where it all took place, but it 
does not appeal to me,’ ;

Cost of True Art. | 
When Remington was painting what 


he saw became an obsession, and Dr, 
Harshe thinks that this cameralike ex: 
actitude was one of the qualities 
which kept him from true. greatness. 
“It is impossible,”- said “the director, 
“for the eye to take in a horse at the 
instant he has ‘tour legs off the 
ground, . But Remington 
thought. it was possible,, It all comes 
to the question “What! is realism? ” 
Is it the way a machine sees\a thing 
or the way the human eye sees it? 
That's the point. Another thing: A 
'photograph will show you half a dozen 
edges of equal sharpness. The eye 
does not do that. EXverything must be 
referred back to the sharpest edge. 
Then the picture gets an element of 
unity that it would otherwise lack, 
; These are matters of which Reming- 
ton did not always take due account.” 

Remington, however, often heatedly 


denied that he was in any degree a

he said, 
they would feel how they go. 
don’t feel that you 
them, because cameras don’t feel and 
consequently do not produce action.” 

Despite that repudiation of the 
charge that he was more a photo-| 
graphic than a poetic observer Rem- 
ington seems to have thought that 
meticulous accuracy was an essential 
part of interpretation. He once viewed 
a picture of an Indian fight and in 
that picture, according to Augustus 
Thomas’ record of the incident, * bits 
of arms, uniforms, and harness that 
had. never met outside of a museum 
were assembled.” 

Even so, the picture might have 
been great painting and great poetry, 
but Remington, in Mr. Thomas’ words, 
“took one look at it and turned away 
in disgust.” 

That was not showing an artist's 
spirit. It was showing a. collector's. 

And Remington's collection of the 
American regular’s equipment and of 
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Indian and Mexican trappings in his 
painting room at New Rochelle—a 
collection from which he constantly 
worked—was remarkable. Mr. Thomas 
| made a list of the objects on the walls 
| of a studio that was 40 feet long 20 
‘feet wide and 20 feet high and that 
| contained a door large enough to 
admit a horse when the artist wished 
to paint a horse indoors.

i subjects. After looking at some of the pictures of these awful monsters which are described 
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tory volumes more than three centuries old, one is surprised that sailors had nerve enough to make a voyage, 


or that hunters dared to go into a dark forest for game. 


One of the most interesting old books, which tells you to “look out for big, bad Mantichora” and 
describes all the curious “beastes” and serpents in the world, is that written by Edward Topsell in 1607. 
It is entitled “ Historie of Foure-Footed Beastes and Serpents.” An original copy, profusely illustrated, its 


heavy pages yellowed by age, is owned by the Newberry library in Chicago. 
If we believed Topsell, the Mantichora (supposed to be found in India) was terrible enough to keep 


everybody out of that country.

As 


He tells us that this monster had the feet and the size of a lion, the 
Its tail had quills which could be thrown at an enemy,

Just to make sure. that.the. reader would remember the Mantichora 


and really be convinced of its 
existence, the author had a draw- 
ing made to prove his case; and, 
turning the pages of the “ His- 
torie,” we see the Mantichora 
with chin whiskers and every- 


thing. 
There were all kinds and col- 


ors of sea serpents in the old 
days, if we believe the early writ- 
ers on natural history. One 
observer reported a common 
garden variety of sea serpent liv- 
ing in the Baltic sea, which was 
only about 30 or 40 feet long. 
Olaus Magnus is reported to 
have seen this Baltic sea mon- 
ster. But the prize sea serpent 
of all oceans, the blue ribbon 
winner up to 1607, was the 120 
footer “appearing off the coast 
of Norway,” according to Top-

This myth that the porcupine can shoot its quills 
with considerable force has been repeated many 
times in the works of writers since 1607. Even the 
hardy adventurers who fifst settled on the eastern 
coast of America told about the porcupmes which 
were able to shoot quills at their enemics! 

The beaver is another animal which intrigued the 
early students of natural history—especially the 
uses of the beaver in treating sick people. 

In reading the three-century-old accounts of the 
heaver’s habits; his method of building a house in
